Sdane © VERAL of the preceding Regifters having 
Ze) been chiefly taken up with Domeftick Oc- 
currences, we fhall now take Notice of the 
moft remarkable Tranfaftions that have 
ee w happen’d in Foreign Countries; among 
which may juftly be reckon’d the following Declaration, 
publith’d by the French King againft his Proteftant Sub- 
jets, which was little expefted, even in that Kingdom ; 
and was a Matter of Surprize to many Roman Catholicks 
themfelves; who having feen and felt the ill Confe- 
quences of the Revocation of the Edi&t of Nantes, 
which forc’d fo great a Number of People to abandon 
their native Country, and to carry away with them 
their Fortunes and Induftry, to the unfpeakable Pre- 
judice of the Kingdom, could=not behold without A- 
ftonifhment, the fame violent Methods reviv'd, after 
having been difcontinu’d from the Death of the late 
King Lewis XIV. and being perfwaded that the like Se- 
vérities would produce the like Effetts, and force away 
the remaining Part of the Proteftants, or at leaft the 
‘ greateft Number of them; which they thought would 
inevitably be highly prejudicial to the Kingdom, ef- 
pecially after their having loft a prodigious Number of 
nhabitants, not only by the late bloody War, but like- 
wife by the Famine with which theit Cofintry was 
* affli€ted for feveral Years, and lait of all by the Plague, 
which had lately fwept away fo great 4 Multitude of 
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People in the Southern Parts of France : But notwith- 
ftanding all thofe Confiderations, the Government there 
thought fit to publith the following Declaration = 





The King’s Declaration-concerying Religion. Given at Vets 
failles, May 14, 1724 


EWIS by the Grace of God, King of France ané 
Navarre, to all thofe tewhom thefe prefent Letters 
fball come, Greeting. =- ss 
Of all the great Defigns which the late King, our 
moft Honoured Lord and Great Grandfather, did form 
during the Courfe of his Reign, there is" none we have 
more at Heart to‘purfue and to fee executed, than that he 
had conceived, utterly to extingwifh all Herefy in his 
Kingdom, to which he apply’é himfelf with an indefa- 
tigable Care, te’the lait Moment of his, Life. With a 
View to fupport a Work fo worthy of his Zeal and Pie- 
ty, we came no foonerto be of Age, but our firft and 
chief Care was to have reprefented to us the Editts, 
Declarations, and Arrets of the Council iffu’d upon 
that Subje&,.in Order to renew the Difpofitions made 
therein, and to enjoyn all our Officers to have them ob- 
ferv'd in the ftricteft Manner pofiible ; but we have been 
inform’d, that for feveral Years paft, there has been a 
Remffnefs in the Execution thereof, efpecially in the 
Provinces that have been affli&ted with the Plagué, and 
in which there is a greater Nuniber of our Subjeéts that 
formerly have made Profeffion of the pretended Reformed 
Religion. and this, through the falfe and dangerous Im- 
prefions which fome antongft them, who were not fin- 
eerely re-united to the Catholick, Apoftolical, and Roman 
Religion, and being befides prompted by Inftigations 
frem abroad, Have endeavour’d fecretly to infinuate du- 
ring our Minority : All which having induced us to give 
anew Attention toa Matter of fo high Importance, we 
have found that the chief Abufes that have.crept in, and” 
which call for the {peedieft Remedy, relate principally 
ito, the unlawful Meetings, the Education of the Chil- 
dren, the Obligation under which are all thofe who 
have any publick Employment, to profefs the Catholick, 
A poftolical, and Koman Religion, the Pains and Penal- 
ties.againft the Relapfed, and the Marriages: Upon all 
which Hpads, we have refolv’d to explain our Inten- 
tions in plain and exprefs Terms. For which Reafons, by 
vt Advice of our Council, and out of our fpecial Grace, 
full 
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fall Power and Royal Authority, we have declared and 
erdained, and by thefe Prefents, figned with our ow: 
Hand, do declare, ordain, will, and pleafe, 

Article I. 

That the Roman Catholick and Apoftolical Religion 
be the only one praétifed ia this Kingdom, and all our 
‘other Dominions ; forbidding al! our Subjetts, of what 
‘Condition -or- Quality foever they be, to perform any 
other Exercife of Religion than that of the Catholick 
Faith, and to meet for that Purpofe in any Place under 
any Pretext whatfoever, upon Pain, if a Man, to be 
‘fent to the Gallies for Life, and if a Woman, to be fha- 
ved, and confin’d for ever to fuch Places as our Judges 
fhall think fit, and te have both their Eftates confifca- 
ted, and even upon Pain of Death, if they meet in

_ Being inform'd, that many Preachers are rifen and rife 
up daily in our Kingdom, who make it their only Bufi- 
nefs to excite the People to revolt, and divert them 
from the Duties of the Roman Cathohick Religion; we 
‘ordain, That ali Preachers that thal) have held Meet- 
ings, preach’d therein, or done any Funttion, be pu- 
nifhed with Death, according to the Declaration of the 
‘Month of ‘uly, 1686, againg the Minifters of the pre- 
tended Reformed Religion ; fo that the faid Pain of 
Death may not be deented for the future only Commi- 
Watery. We likewife forbid all our Subjefts to receive 
the abovefaid Minifters or Preachers, to harbour, aid 
and aff them, or to have any Communication direétly 
“ot indirettly with them, And we enjoin thofe that 
hall know any thing of it, td give the proper Officer 
‘of that Place Notice of it : All this on Pain, in Cafe of 


Contravention,: to be fent to the Gallies for Life, if a 


Man, and if a Women, to be fhaved, and confin’d during 
‘her Life to fuch Places as the Judges flaall think fit, and 
‘to have both their Eitates confifcated. mW Hog 
z it, 

We ordain and command all our Subjeéts, and efpe- 
eas. thofe that have formerly been of the pretended 

‘eformed Religion, or whishare born of fuch Parents, 
‘to. have their Children chriften’d in the Parifh-Church 
where they live, within twenty-four Hours after they 
thave been born ; unlefs they have got a ‘Licence of the 
‘Archbithop or Bithop of the Diocefe to put off the Ce- 
sémonies of Bapsifim-for seishey Reafons, We alfo en- 
raf, n2 
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joyn the Midwives and other Perfons that aflift Women 
in their-Labour, to give Notice to the Curate of the 
Place where the Child is born ; as alfo our Officers, and 
thofe of the Lords who have a Right of high Juftice, 
[ That is, to appoint in their refpettive “furifdittions, Judges 
and other Officers to adminifter Fuftice.} to fee it {tril 

executed, and to fine the. Tranfgreflors, or to se 
them. more feverely, accoitling to the Nature of the 


Cafe. 





IV. 

As to the Education of the Children of Parents that 
formerly have been of the pretended Reformed Religion, 
or thatare born of Parentsthat have profeffed the fame, 
our Will is, That the Edié& of the Month of Faruary, 
1686, and the Declarations of the 13th of December, 
1698, and the 16th of Oétober, 1700, be fully executed. 
And moreover, by Way of Addition to the fame, we 
fotbid all our Subjeéts to fend their Children out of ‘the 
Kingdom to be educated, unlefs they have firft obtain’d 
from us a Permiiffion in Writing, fign’d by one of our 
Secretaries of State; which we will not grant ‘till we 
have been fully fatisfied that their Parents are good Ca- 
tholicks: And this on Penalty, in Cafe of Contravention, 
of a Fine to be impos’d .in Proportion to the Eftate and 
Subftance of the Parents; which Fine however, thall 
not be lefs than 6000 Livres, and fhaHl be centinu’d for 
as many Years as their Children fhall ftay abroad againft 
our Prohibitions ; which we enjoyn our Judges to fee 
ftri&ly executed. 


V. 

Our Will is, That.Schoolmafters and Miftreffes be fet 
up, if poffible, in-all the Parifhes. where there are none, 
in Order to inftru& all: the Children of both Sexes in 
the chief Myfteties and Duties of the Roman Catholick 
Religion, tacarry them to Mafs ewery working Day, if 
it .be poflible,; to give them the neceffary Inftruétions 
upon that Subje&t, and to take Care that they go to 
Church Sundays and Holidays 3 as alfo to teach them to 
read, and even te write, if there be Occafion for the 
Jatter: All this, according tothe Direétion of the Arch- 
bifhops and Bifhaps, purfuant to the twenty-fifth Article 
of the Edié& of 1695, concerning.Ecclefiaftical Juri @i- 
€tion: For which End, ’tis our Will, That in thofe 
Places, where there is no Fund for it, the Sum which 
fhall be wanted for eftablifhing the faid Mafiers and Mi- 
fireffes, fhall he raifed by the Inhabitants, not cxceeding 
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tgo Livres for a Mafter, and 100 Livres for a Miftrefs 
and that the Orders for that Purpofe fhall be iffu’d gratis, 
upon Notice given us, by the Archbifhops, Bifhops, and 
Commiffaries, eftablifhed in our Provinces, for executing 
our Orders, : 





VI. 

We enjoyn every Father and Mother, Tutors, and 
other Perfons, to whofe Care the Education of Children 
is committed ; and particularly of thofe Children whofe 
Father or Mother has ever profeffed the pretended Re- 
formed Religion, or which are born of Parents of that 
Religion, to fend them to Schools, and to be catechifed 
"till they are 14 Years old ; even thofe that have paffed 
that Age, are to be fent to the publick Inftruftions every 
Sunday and Holiday, *till they come to the Age of 20, 
unlefs they be Perfons of fuch Quality as are able and 
bound to have them inftru&ted at Home; or to fend them 
to Colleges, or.e|fe put them into Monafteries, or regular 
Communities. And we enjoyn all Curates to have a 
watchful Eye over the Inftruétion of the faid Children 
in their feveral Parifhes, even with Refpe&t to thofe that 
donot goto School. _We exhort and enjoyn at the fame 


Time, the Archbifhops and Bifhops, carefully to inform 


themfelves about it ; and we command thofe Fathers and 
others, under whofe Education .thofe Children are; and 
in particular, thofe that are diftinguifh’d by Birth, or by 
their Employments, to prefent their Children they have 
at Home, whenever the Archbifhops or Bifhops fha!! call 
for them in the Courfe of their Vifitation, to give them 
an Account of the Inftru€tions they have had in Matters 
of Religion. And our Judges, Attornies, and thofe of 
the High Jufticiaries, are charged to make al! diligent 
Enquiry, and togive the neceflary Orders for executing 
our Will in that Refpe&, and to fine thofe that fhall be 
negligent in their Duty, or fo bold, as in the leaft to 
contravene: Which Fines, notwithftanding any Appeal, 
are to be paid provifionally, how great foever they may

And. for rendring the Execution of the preceding Ar- 
ticle ftill more effeftual, our Will is, That our Attornies, 
and thofe of the High Jufticiaries, thall caufe to be put 
into their Hands every Month, by the Curates, Vicars, 
Schoolmafters and Miftreffes, or others entrufted there- 
with, an exaét Lift of all the Children who shall not 
go to School, or tothe publick Catechifings and Initru-

And forafmuch as the Affiftance of fpiritual Guides 
§s in ne Time fo neceflary, efpecially to fuch of our 
Subjeéts as have been lately reconciled to the Church, 
asin Cafe of Sicknefs, which equally endangers both 
their Life and Salvation; our Will is, that the Phyfi- 
cians, or if there be none, the Apothecaries and Surge- 
ons that fhall be called to vifit the Sick, be obliged to 
give Notice thereof to the Curates and Vicars of the Pa- 
rifhes wherein the Sick live, asfoon as they fhall think 
that their Illnefs is dangerous, if they find not that 

_they have already been fent for, to the End that the 
faid fick Perfons, and particularly the new Converts, 
‘May receive the Spiritual Advice and Confolation which 
,they may ftand in Need of, together with the Benefit of 
the Sacraments, whenever the Curates and Vicars fhall 
find they are fitto receive them. We enjoyn likewife 
the Parents, Servants, and all other Perfons that fhall be 
about the faid Sick, to give them free Accefs, and to re- 
ceive them with all the Refpe&t and Deference due to 
their Charafter: And we will, That fuch of the faid 
Phyficians, -Apothecaries, and Surgeons, as fhall have 
neglected their Duty in this Refpeft, and likewife all 
Parents, Servants, and others attending the Sick, who 
fhall refufe to the fauid Curdtes. and Vicars, or Priefts 
fent by them, Accefsto the Sick, fhall be fined accord- 
ing to their Offence: -And even that the Phyficians, 
‘Apothecaries, and Surgeons, fhall be- forbid the Ex- 
ercife of their Profeffions upon the fécond Default. All 
this according as the — require, 6 07, fit. 


We likewife enjoyn all Curates Vicats, and others 
charged with the Cure of Souls, to be diligent in vifit- 
ing the Sick, of what Condition and Quality foever they, 
be; and particularly thofe that have been ef the pretend- 
ed Reformed Religion, or are born of fuch Parents, to ex- 
hort them in private, and by themfelves, to receive the 
Sacraments of the Church, giving them for that a 
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ftions, with an Account of their Names, Age, Sex, and © 
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pofe, all neceffary Inftructions, with all the Prudence 
and Charity becoming their Miniftry; and in Cafe 
out of Contempt of their Salutary Exhortations and 
Advices, the faid Sick do refufe to take the Sa@raments 
fo offered to them, and declare afterwards publickly, 
that they will die in the pretended Reformed Religion, 
and perfiit in the Declaration made by them during their 
Sicknefs; our Will is, That after they are recovered, our 
Bailiffs and Stewards. fhall profecute them at the Re- 
queft of our Attornies; in Purfuance of which they 
are to be banifh’d for ever, and have their Eftates con- 
fifcated; and in thofe Placcs where the Eftates cannot 
be confifcated, they fhall pay a Fine which fhall not be 
lefs thar the Moiety of their Eitates. If onthe contrary, 
they happen to die in fuch an unhappy Condition, we 
ordain, That even their Memory fhal! be profecuted by 
the faid Bailiffs and Stewards, at the, Requeft of our At- 
tornies, in the Form as direGted by the Articles of the 
twenty-fecond Title of owr Ordinance of the Month of 
Auguft, 1670, to the Effeét that their Memory be con- 
demned, and their Eftates confifcated, repealing hereby 
the other Penalties contain’d in the Declarations of the 
agth of April, 1686, and the 8th of March, 17155 
which for the reft fhall be putin Execution fo far as they 
are not contrary to this Article: And in Cafe there be 
no Royal Bailiwick in the Place, where fucha Fatt fhall 
Fey happen’d, our Provofts and Royal fudges, and if 

e be no fitch, the Juttges of High Jufticiarics 
fhall take the Informations, and fend to the Regi- 
fier Office of our Bailiwicks and Stewartries, under 
whofe Jurifdi&tion the faid Judges are; or to thofe that 
take-Cognizarice of Royal Cafes, within the Extent of 
the abovefaid High Juftices, in Order to proceed and pro- 
riounce Sentence againft them, from which however, 
they may appeal to our — of Parliament. 





_ Our Will is, That the Contents of the preceding Ar- 
ticle be executed without any other Proof of the Crime 
of Relapfe, than the fick Perfon’s refufing to receive 
the Sacraments of the Church offered to him by the Cu- 
rates, Vicars, and others entrufted with the Cure of 
Souls, and his publick Declaration, as mentloned above, 
fhall be a fufficient Proof, both of his Refufal,and of 
bis publick Declaration, warranted by the Depofition 
of the Curates, Vicars, and others that have the Cure of 
. Souls, ang of thofe that have been prefent when he made 
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the faid Declaration. So that it will be needlefs for 
the Judges to go to the faid fick Perfons Houfes, to draw 
up a verbal Procefs of their Refufal and Declaration ; 
neither fhall the faid Curates or Vicars that have vifited 
the faid fick Perfons,be obliged to fend for the faid Officers 
to come, or inform them of the Refufal and Declaration 
made to them, reverfing in this Refpeét, the Declarations 
of the 29th of April, 1686 5 and the 8th of March, 1715, 
fo far as they are contrary to the prefent and preceding 
Articles, 
XI 


And whereas we are inform’d, That what contributes 
moft to confirm, or make the faid fick Perfons fall again 
into their former Errors, is, the Prefence and the Ex- 
hortations of fome conceal’d Proteftants,. who fecretly 
affift them in the Condition they are then in, and take 
Advantage of the Principles they have been prepoffef- 
fed with from their Infancy, and of the weak State they 
are redue’d to by Sicknefs, to make them die out of the 
Bofom of the Church; we ordain, That our Bailiffs and 
Stewards fhall proceed in the Manner abovefaid againft 
thofe that fhall be found guilty of this Crime; whereof 
our Provofts or Royal Judges may make Enquiries; as 
likewife the Judges of the High Jufticiaries; in fuch 
Places where fuch a Thing hall happen, in Cafe they 
be not under a Bailiwick or Royal Stewartry ; on 
Condition however, to fend their Informations to the 
Royal Bailiwick, as above, in Order to be try’d arid con- 
demned, if guilty, by our Bailiffs and Stewards, viz. 
The Men to the Gallies, either for Life, or for a limited 
Time, as the Judges fhall think fit ; andthe Women to be 
thav’d, and confined to fuch Places as our Judges fhall 
order, either for Life, or fora certain Time; which we 
leave likewife to their ~~ Difcretion, 

XII. 

We ordain, That purfuant to the former Ordinances 
of the Kings, our Predeceffors, and the Praftice obferv’d 
in our Kingdom, none of our Subje&s fhall be receiv’d 
and employ’d in any Place of Judicature in our Courts, 
Bailiwicks, Stewartries, Provoftthips, and Judicatories, 
neither in thofe of the High Juftices, nor in Places of 
Mayors and Aldermen, and other Officers of Town-Hou- 
fes, whether they come to it by Virtue of their Office, 
or by Eleétion, or otherwife, including even all Offices of 
Regifters, Attornies, Notaries, Serjeants and Bailiffs, of 
what JurifdiStion foever they be ; and in general, ‘ue 
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fhafl be adrlitted into any publick Office or Fun&tion, 
either by their own Right or Commiifion, even in the 
Places of our Houfhold and our Royal Pailaces,. unlefs 
they have a Certificate from the Curate, or in his Ab- 
fence, from the Vicar of the Parifh in which they live, 
of their good Life and Behaviour, and that they actuals 
ly follow and prattife the Roman Cathelick and Apotto- 
lical Religion.

Our Will jis likewife, That no Licences fhall be 
granted irl the Univerfities of our Kindom, to thofe 
that, have ftudied in Law or. in Phyfick, without fuch 
Certificates from the Curates, which, they fhall produce 
to thofe that are to give them the faid Licences: Which 
Certificates fhall be mention’d in the Letters of Licence 
to be drawn up and delivered to them, in Default of 
which, they fhall be void. This Regulation however 
fhall not extend to. Foreigners that {hall come,to ftudy 
and take the Degtees in the Univerfities of our.King- 
dom, on Condition, that in Conformity of the Declara-. 
tion of the 26th of February, 1680, and the Edict of 
the Month of March, 1707, the Degrees they have thus 
obtained, fhall be of no Ufe.to them in our Kingdom.

Our Will is, That the Ordinances, Editts, and De- 
tlarations of the Kings our Predeceffors, relating to 
Marriages, and particularly the Edict of the Month of 
March, 1697, and the Declaration of the 15th of June of 
the fame Year, be executed in their. full Extent by our 
Subjests lately reconciled to the Catholick Faith, in 
the fame Manner as they are byall our other Subjetis¢ 
enjoyning them to obferve, in the Marriages they are 
willing to contrast, the Solemuitics prefcribed by the 
Canon Law, received and obferved in this Kingdom, as 
alfo by the aforefaid Ordinances, Edits, and Declara- 
tions ; All this upon the Penalties contain’d therein, and

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even upon exemplary Punifhment, as the Cafe thal 
require.

Guardians, are gone out of our Kingdom, and retiredine 5 
to foreign Countries, on Account of Religion, may law- | 


fally contra&t Marriage, without asking and ftaying for 
the Confent of their faid abfent Parents, Tutors, or 
Guardians ; on Condition however, to do it with the 
Confent and Advice of their Tutors and Guardians, if 
they have any in the Kingdom, and if not, others fhall 
be named for that Purpofe, as alfo with the Agreement 
of their Relations, if there be any, and if they have 
none, of their Friends and Neighbours. To which 
End, dur Will is, That before they proceed to the Con- 
tra&t and the Celebration of their Marriage, there fhall 
Be called together before the Royal Judge of the Place of 
their Abode, in the Prefence of our Attorney; or in 
Cafe thiere is mo Royal Judge there, before the Ordinary 
Judge of that Place, and the Attorney Fifcal, fix of the 
neareft Relations, as well on the Father’s as the Mo- 
ther’s Side, and fuch as are good Roman Catholicks, be- 
fides the Futor and Guardian of the faid Minors ; and 
for Want of Relations, fix Friends or Neighbours e- 
qually qualify’d, fo give their Advice and Confent, if 
there be Octcafion ; and the requifite Writings thall be 
made and delivered them gratis, and without paying the 
Fees for the Juftice, Seal, Controll, Infinuations, or 
others: But in Cafe that only the Father or Mother of 
the faid Minors be gone out of the faid Kingdom, then: 
it thall fuffice to call together three of the neareft Re- 
Fations to either of the Parents that has left the King- 
dom ; or for Want of them, three Neighbours or Friends, 
which, with the Father or the Mother, whe fhall be 
ase and the Tuto? and Guardian, if there be any 
fides the Father or Mother, fhall give their Advice 
and Confent, if there be Occafton, t6 the propofed Mar- 
fiage ; which Confent in all the Cafes above fpecify’d, 
fhall be fumniarily mention’d in the Contraét of Mare 
riage, which is to be fign’d by the aforefaid*Father or 
Mother, Tufor, or Guardian, Relations, Neighbours, 
or Friends, as likewife in the Parith Books where they 
are to be marry’d ; fo’ that in-all thefe Cafes the faid” 
Children fhall not incur the Punifhments fet forth in the 
Ordinances againft Children of good Families that marry

Our Will is, That in all the Arrets and Judgments 
which fhall include Confifcatien of thofe that thall have 
incurred it, by Virtue of the different Difpofitions of 
our prefent Declaration, our Courts and our other Judges 
ordain, That out of the Eftates fituated in Countries 
where Confifcation does not take Place, or where their 
Eftates by their Nature, are not fubjeé to Confifcation, 
or that fhall not be confifcated for our Behoof, a Fine 
fhall be levied, that fhall not be lefs than the Half of 
the faid Eftates; which Fine, as likewife the confifcated 
Eftate, thall be put into the Hands of thofe that have 
the Adminiftration of the forfeited Eftates of the abfent 
Proteftants, to be employ’d with the Revenue of the 
faid Eftates for the Maintenance of our new Convert Sube 
jets that fhall want that Affiftance; which thall like- 
wife be obferv’d with Regard to all other Fines, of 
what Nature foever they be, that fhall be impos’d upon 
thofe that contravene and aét againft this our Declarae 
tion, fo that.the Receivers or Farmers of our Domains 
thall lay no"Claim to the fame.

They began in France immediately to put in Execu- 
tioh this rigorous Edigst, which gave great Uneafinefs 
even to the foreign Proteftants who travelled or traded 
in that Kingdom; whereypon Baron Hop, Embaffador 


from the States General of the United Provinces, thought » 


fit to demand fome Explanation of the faid Declaration, 
and prefented the following Memoria! concerning it to 
the Court of France. 


The Memorial of M. Hop, Embaffadur from the States-Ge- 

-meral to the Court of France, in Fayour of. the foreign 
Proteftants, with Re/p.tt to the King’s Declaration of the 
14th of May. ~ 


Tar King’s Declaration of the 14th of May laft, 
on the Head of Religion, gives foreign Proteftants, 
fettled in France, the more Reafon to be uneafy, becaufe 
it contains no Exception as to them ; fo that they think 
themfelves no Jonger able to continue their Commerce 
with the fame Safety and Freedom as before ; for this 
Declaration feems in Effett te plunge them in the fame 
Circumftance which they were in after the, Repeal of 
tle Edict‘of Nantes. ° Tlie late King explain’d his In- 
tentions fo clearly, by an Edj&. dated at, Fontaindleau, 
in Oftober, 1685 d ‘that they then thought they could not 
flay with Safety in the Kingdom, and were preparing 
to return to their awn.Countries, when it pleafed his 
Majefty to give them’ frefh Encouragement to ftay, by 
an Arret of the 11th of January, 1686, permitting Mer- 
chants, and all other foreign Proteftants to come into 
jhe Kingdom with their Wives and Children, Bee 
a. % % wise * ef . 2 * ~ . Ric 
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fticks, and others of their Country, together with their 
Godds and-Merchandize, thereto flay, pafs and repafs 
to and from the Towns and other Places thereof, with 
the fame Freedom as before’; provided only, that they 
did not take along with them any of his Majefty’s Sub- 
je@s, nor exercife their Religious Worfhip in the King- 
dom. Afterthis, came out another Arret of the 28th of 
June, 1686, which confirm’d the former, and amplified 
and extended the favourable Claufes now mention’d. 
The chief Motive of thefe two Arrets was, to give an 
Opportunity to Strangers to continue their Commerce 
with all Manner of Freedom. 

For, befides that Commerce is the Fruit of Treaties, 
and the Band of Peace, it may be faid, That the King- 
dom reaps almoft all the Benefit of it; becaufe on one 
Hand, the King’s Subjeéts fhare the Profit of it with 
Foreigners, while the latter fpend the greateit Part of 
their Profits by their Stay in the Kingdom, and contri 
bute no lefs than the Native Subjects to the Prefervas 
tion of its Plenty. 

The fame Motive fubfifts even to this Day, but the 
Arrets which were the Security of Strangers, are no 
longer in Force, they being as it were, tacitly repealed 
by the Declaration of the 14th ef May lait. 

Tis true, That they.have Treaties in their Favour ; 
but this is’ not fufficient to eftablifh their Tranquility, 
begaufe the Conditions of fuch Treaties being known 
only to a few of the Subjeéts, leave them expofed to a 
World of Accidents that are unavoidable ; for prevent- 
ing of which, they moft humbly befeech his Majefty, 
That he would pleafe to explain his Intentions in fuch 
a Manner, as may leave no Room to doubt of the Pro- 
te&tion which he fhall be inclined to grant them here- 
after. ‘ 

For this End, they defire, That his Majefty would 
be pleafed, by fome Declaration, confirming, as far as 
may be neceflary, the Declarations and Arrets former- 
ly pafs’d in their Favour, to permit again all Mer- 
chants and other foreign Proteftants to come into the 
Kingdom, to refide there, to pafs and repafs with all 
Safety from one Place to. another, with their Wives and 

ildren, Domefticks, and others of their own Nation, 
their Goods and Merchandize, and to depart the fame 
with entire Freedom, together with fuch of their Chil. 
dren as may happen to be born to them in France, du- 
ting their Stay, ‘who fhall have the fame Liberty to en- 
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joy the fame Privileges as their Parents, on Condition 
only, that they’ do not exercife their Religious Worhhip 
any where in Publick, befides at the Houfes of Em- 
baffadors, or Minifters of the Proteftant Powers, in 
whofe Chapels they fhall be permitted to affift at Di- 
vine Service, as heretofore ; as alfo to celebrate Mar- 
riages among themfeives, and to baptize their own Chil- 
dren, . 

Foreign Proteftants have the greater Reafon to hope 
that tris :Majefty will grant them their Demands, be- 
caufe his SubjeSts enjoy the fame Privileges with full 
Liberty in Proteftant Countries, where the publick 
Exercife of their Religion is not authoriz’d by the 
Laws, and becaufe the Privileges now defir’d, are no 
others than what he has been pleas’d to let them enjoy 
heretofore. - 

And this mutual Toleration is fo neceflary to Com- 
merce, that it is its very Bafis or Foundation, and with- 
out it "tis morally impoffible it fthould continue or pro~ 
fper. For this Reafon, the Proteftant States, who a- 
bove all Things recommend Liberty and. Property in 
Commerce, have at all Times -fo' religioufly obferved 
it, that there is no Inftance where ary Foreigner ever 
fuffer’d the leaft Vexation, either in his Perfon or Ef- 
fe&ts, on Account of hisReligion. Therefore the fo- 
reign Proteftants have Reafon to hope, that his Majefty 
will grant them the fame Security and Proteftion in 


The Inhabitants of Al/atia being in the utmoft Con- 
fternation by Reafon of the above Declaration, leaft it 


fhould. be put in Execution againft them likewife, whe 
are but new ‘Subjeéts of France, and whofe Liberties are

grounded on Treaties; whereas thofe of the antient Subs» 


jeéts have no other Foundation but the Good-Will of 
their Sovereign; the Court of France thought fit to re- 
move the Uneafinefs of the 4//atians 3 andthe Count de 
Morville, Secretary of State, wrote the following Letter 
to the Marfhall Du Bourg, Governor of that Province, :

AVING through the whole Courfe of thefe Re- 
gifters given an Account of the annual Proceedings 
of the General Affembly of the Church of Scotland, we. 
think it convénient to purfite the fame Method. 















On the r4th of May the faid Affembly met at Edin- 
burgh, and chofe for their Moderator, Mr. William Wijhart, 
Principal of the Univerfity of that City. Then his 
Majefty’s Commiffion appointing the Earl of Finlater and 
Scafield, his High Commiffioner, was read, as was like- 
wife his Majeity’s moft gracious Letter to the Affem- 
bly ; whereupon the High Commiffioner made a Speech 
fothe Affembly, which was anfwer’d onstheir Part by 
the Moderator; and a Committee was appointed to draw 
up an Anfwer te his Majefty’s Letter; which Anfwer 
being reported on the 16th, was unanimoufly approv'd. 
The faid Speech and Anfwer are as follow: o

Right Reverend, and Right Honourable, 

AM convinced that you have with great Pleafure 
Al and Gratitude heard his Majefty’s moft gracious 
Letter. , 

He expreffes his Satisfa&tion in the prudent, and mo- 
derate Proceedings of former Afferhblies, he répofes en- 
tire Truft and Confidence in your Loyalty and Fidelity

ed the aforefaid Synod and Presbytery, to infert into 
their Books any Papers relating to this Affair, not al-

Several Students having the Jri/h Language, 
were recommended to Synodical and Presbyterial Bur- 
faries, and Syneds and Presbyteries were erder’d to lay a 
State of their Burfaries before the Affembly ; and the 
Principals of Colleges, and Profeffors of Divinity in this 
Affembly, with the Commiffioners from Prebyteries,

r HE General Affembly taking into their ferious 
Confideration the tumultuous unlawful Meetings 
‘convocated about Kirkcudbright, and their illegal Pro- 
ceedings, in throwing down feveral Inclofures in thefe 
Bounds, pertaining unto others, contrary to’the Word of 
God, and the Principles of our holy Religion, profefs’d 
in this Church ; tending to the Deftruétion of all Order 
and Government, and of Liberty and Property, dnd 
‘what may draw the Wrath of God upon them and their 
Fansilies, as well as the Punifhments of the Civil Laws 
to which they have fo deeply expos'd themfelves, as that 
the Confequences muft utterly ruin them and their Fa- 
milies, unlefs by their fpeedy Repentance and Submif- 
fion, the Government be prevail’d upon to forgive the 
‘er alleviate their Punifhments..

Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 
T is a great Pleafure and Satisfaftion to me, that 
this venerable Affembly has now ended all that was 
neceffary to be laid before them with fuch Prudence 
and Moderation. 

And here I cannot but obferve, That the Affair which 
did appear moft dificult, and did threaten the continu- 
ance of Divifion and Animofity, was, by the Blefling of 
God, upon your Endeaveurs, determin’d with Unani- 
mity, and thereby Peace reftor’d to the Parochin and 
corey the Church, that were more immediately 
concern’d therein. 

I fhall reprefent to his Majefty the great Duty and

A Bout the Middle of May his Majefty was pleafed 
to write the following Circular Letter to the two 
Univerfities of Oxford and Cambridge : 


The King’s Letter te the two Univerfit'es. 


GEORGE R, 
"RUSTY and well-beloved, we greet you well. 
We being greatly defirous to favour and encourage 
our two Univerfities, thofe ancient and laudable Nur- 
feries of Piety aad Learning, and to enable them more 
effeftually to anfwer the End of their Infltitution, by 
fending forth conftant Supplies of learned and able Men, 
toferve the Publick both in Church and State ; and 
having obferved, that no Encouragement or Provifion 
has hitherto been made in either of the faid Univer- 
fities, for the Study of modern Hiftory or modern Lan- 
guages, the Knowledge of which is highly neceflary 
towards compleatly qualifying the Youth committed 
to their Gare for feveral Stations both in Church and 
State, to which they may be called ; and having feri- 
oufly weighed the Prejudice that has accru’d to the faid 
"4 e.4 Univer- 
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Univerfities from this Defe&t, Perfons of foreign Na- 
tions being often employ’d in the Education and Tui- 
tion of Youth, both at Home and in their Travels, 
and great Numbers of the young Nobility and Gentry, 
being either fent abroad direétly from School ; or taken 
away from the Univerfities before the Courfe of their 
Studies can be’ there compleated, and Opportunities fre- 
quently loft to the Crown, of employing and encouraging 
Members of the two Univerfities, by conferring on 
them fuch Employments, both at Home and abroad, 
es neceflarily require acompetent Skill in writing and 
{peaking the modern Languages. In Order therefore te 
remedy thefe and the like Inconveniencies, we have de- 
termined to appoint two Perfons of fober Converfation 
and prudent Condu&, of the Degree of Mafter of Arts, 
or Batchelor of Laws, or of fome higher Degree in one 
of the faid Univerfities, skilled in modern Hiftory and 
in the Knowledge of modern Languages, to be nomina- 
ted by us, to be our Profeffors of modern Hiftory; 
one for the Univerfity of Cambridge, and the other for 
that of Oxford, who fhall be obliged to read LeGtures 
in the publick Schools, at fuch Times as fhall hereafter 
be appointed. And we have further determined, that 
each of the faid Profeffors fhall have a Stipend of four 
hundred Pounds per Annum, and out of the faid Sti- 
pend fhall be oblig’d to maintain with fufficient Salaries, 
in the Univerfity: where he fhall be eftablifhed, two 
Perfons at leaft, well qualify’d to teach and inftru& in 
Writing and fpeaking the faid Languages, which faid 
Teachers fhall be under the Dire€tion of the Profeffors 
refpectively, and fhall be oblig’d to inftru& gratis in the 
modern Languages twenty Scholars of each Univerfity, 
to be nominated by us; and each Scholar fo nominated, 
fhall be oblig’d to learn two at Jeaft of the faid Lan- 
guages, both the Profeffors and Teachers taking efpe- 
cial Care that the Times and Hours for the inftru&ting 
and teaching the faid Scholars, be fo order’d, as not to 
interfere with thofe appointed for their Academical Stu- 
dies; which Profeffors and Teachers fhall be oblig’d 
once every Year to tranfmit an attefted Account of the 
Progrefs made by each Scholar committed to their Care, 
toour Principal Secretaries of State, to be laid before 
“us, that we may encourage the Diligence and Applica- 
‘tion of fuch amongfl them, as fhall have qualify’d them- 
felves for our Service, by giving them fuitable Em- 
ployments either at Home or abroad, ‘as Occafions fhali 
patie e offer. 
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Offer. And our Royal Will and Pleafure is, that you 
forthwith upon the Receipt hereof call a Congregation, 
in Order to communicate thefe our Royal Intentions to 
the Univerfity. And fo we bid you farewel. CGivenat 
our Court at St. ‘James’s, the 16th Day of May, 1724, 
in the Tenth Year of our Reign.

employ’d to deftroy innocent Perfons ; it is evident, 
that the Lives, Liberties, and Fortunes of every Sub- 
je& in Britain, are in the utmoft Danger, and liable to 
be facrificed to the Fury of a Party. It has been ad- 
mitted, that every Bill of Pains and Penalties is to

convincing Evidence to enforce each Cafe. And there- 
fore the proper Confideration now before us, is, Whe- 
ther the Evidence offer’d againft the unfortunate Pre- 
Jate, is fufficient to induce your Lordfhips to believe 
him guilty of the heavy Crimes of which he ftands 
accufed? My Lords, I fhall take the Liberty of confi- 
dering the whole Proofs that have been brought on 
this Occafion, both by way of Charge, Defence, Re- 
ply, and Rejoynder. And though I own myfelf yery 
unequal to this Task ; yet fince no other Lord, who 
could do it much better, has undertaken it, I think 
it my Duty asa Peer, and as an Englifiman, to lay it 
before your Lordfhips in the beft Manner I am able.

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cértain on the one Hand, fo onthe other, your Lord- 
fhips will require very clear Demonftration, before 
‘you can think it poflible for a Bifhop of the Prote- 
ftant Church (who has fignaliz’d himfelf in Defence 
of the Reformation, and the only one of that Bench 
where he had lately the Honour of fitting, that ever 
wrote in Favour of Martin Luther ) to engage into a Con- 
fpiracy for introducing Popery and Arbitrary Power a- 





‘mongft us. The Counfel for the Bill open’d the Charge 


with acquainting the Houfe, that it was only to be 
fupported by producing of decypher’d Letters full of 
fistitious Names and cant Words: They were fo very 
fair, as to confefs, they had not one livimg Witnefs that 
could charge the Bifhop with any thing, nor even fo 


‘much as a Letter under his own Hand: Therefore, on 
‘the firft View, this Manner of condemning, on fuch 


Kind of Evidence, ought to require our utmoit Caution, 
left we fhould eftablifh a Method, which our Enemies 
may hereafter take to deftroy the greateft’and moft innu- 
cent Subjeét in the Kingdom. 

Mr. Wearg cited two Cafes, which he would have us 
receive as Precedents, to juftify the admitting of Cir- 


‘cumftantial Evidence : The one was, the Cafe of Ashton, 


who was condemn’d on Circumftances only; but, my 


_ Lords, this was before the Treafon-A& was pafs’d, which 


requires two pofitiveWitnefles, and nothing could induce 


. the Legiflature to pais that Law, but a thorough Con- 


vi&tion of the Danger that might attend the admitting 
of any Proofs which were not pofitive or certain. The 
fecond Cafe he cited, was that of Harrifon, for the 


‘Murther of Dr. Clinch, and the.learned Gentleman tells 


you, that it was the pulling out of a Handkerchief 


‘that ledto the Difcovery of that Murther. It is very 


certain, Circumftances mvy lead to the Difcovery of E- 
vidence ; but muft be well fupported before they can 
beconverted into convincing Proofs. The firft Piece of 
Evidence that was offer’d at the Bar, was the Extra€ts 
of Letters from abroad, which this Houfe feems, in 
fome Meafure, to have declar’d to be immaterial, when 
they did not fo much as defire to fee.Copies of the whole 
Letters, nor the Originals, and even admitted one to be 
read, which was Anonymous: But it will not be impro- 
per to obferve, that through this whole Correfpondence, 
the Bifhop of Rochefer is not nam’d. And therefore I 
cannot fee why they took up our Time with reading 
Papers quite foreign from this Cafe; efpecially fince 

D: every 
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very Body allows there has been a Confpiracy, which i¢ 
the only Fa& to be gather’d from this CorrefpoAdence, 
The next Point which was attempted to be prov’d, was, 


That Captain Halftead went to fetch the late Duke of : 


Ormond, and was at the Deanary with the Bithop before 
he embark’d; there are alfo two Letters found in the 
Bifhop’s Clofe-ftool, from this Gentleman to his Lord- 
thip, which were read, and are only Appointments for 
Vifits, but mention nothing of this Defign ; and I think; 
there was a Coachman, that prov’d, Halfteed was art 
Hour with him fome Days before he left Londen. ‘This 
was open’d as a Matter of great Iiiportance ; but your 
Lordfhips muft remember, that the fuppos’d Defign of 
Halfeead’sto bring the late Duke of Ormond into England, 
is only prov’d by Hearfay. One of the Crew belonging 
to the Ship in which he went, has depos’d, that it wad 
the common Report at Bildoa, that Haiftead came there 
-on that Errand. How far common Fame is to prevail, 
I fubmit: But if this Hearfay were true, Is every Per: 
fon who was an Hour with this Gentleman betore his 
Departure, fuppos’d to be privy to this Projet? And 
what a ftrain’d Conftruétion is it, to infinuate, the Bi- 
thop of Rochefter knew of his Intention, becaufe he re- 
ceiv’d a vifit from Halfead, who was a Tenant under his 
Bifhoprick? And this is the more extraordinary, fince 
it has not been fo much ag pretended, that any Corre- 
fpondence has pafs’d between the Reverend Prelate and 
late Duke. They then produc’d Letters direfted 

to one Dumvili, which were decypher’d. And Mr. Wills 
was examin’d to prove, that they were rightly and juft- 
hy explain’d. It very well deferves your Lordthips Cen- 
fideration, how far this Kind of Evidence is to be ad- 
‘mitted: I¢ hasappear’d by the Oath of Mr. Wills him 
feif,chat it is an Art which depends upon Conjetute ¢ for 
this Gentleman has confefe’d, that every Man is liable 
to a Miftake in this, a-well as in ether Sciences ; hetells 
you, that he and his Brother Decypheret varied in one 
er two Inftences; He allows, that the Chafms, which 
they were forc’d to leave in thofe Letters, might alter 
the Senfe of them. And therefore I cannot but think, 
that an Accufktion grounded on fuch Proofs, is uncer: 
tain and precarious. The Perfon who is the Decyphe- 
ter, is not to be confuted, and what he fays neuft be ta- 
ken for granted, becaufe the Key cannot be produc’d 
with Safety to the Publick; and confequently (if hié 
ConjeStures be admitted to be Evidence) our Lives and 
Fortunes 
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Fortunes muft depend on the Skill, and Honefty of De- 
cypherers, who may with Safety impofe on the Legiila- 





ture, when there are not Means of contradiéting them 


for want of feeing their Key. My Lords, in the Cafe 
of Coleman, the Key was printed, as has been well ob- 
ferv’d by the Counfel at the Bar, and I am very much 
furpriz’d, that Gentlemen of fuch Abilities and Inte- 
gtity, as the Members of the fecret Committee in ano- 
ther Place, (who were fo exaét as to print the French O- 
riginals to the tranflated Letters, that the World might 
fee how juft and candid the Profecutors of the Plot were) 
djd not, for the Satisfattion of the Publick, permit us 
to fee the Key in Print, on the Truth of which, de- 
pends fuch a Chain of Confequences. I own my felf 
entirely ignorant of this Art ; but, as I fhould be very 
far from condemning a Man on my own Conjeéture, 
L fhould much lefs do. it on the ConjeStures of others. 
The. greateft Certainty human Reafon knows, is, A 
Mathematical Demonfiration ; and were I brought to 
your Lordfhips Bar to be try’d upon a Propofition of Sir 
Tfaac’ Newton’s, which he upon Oath fhould {wear to be 
true ;.I would appeal to your Lordfhips, whether I 
fhould not be unjuitly condemned, unlefs he produc’d 


‘his Demonftration,. that I might have the Liberty of 


enquiring into the Truth of it, from Men of equal. 
Skill? I cannot think any Man will, allow Evidence 
of this Nature to be good: But if in this Cafe relating 
tothe decypher’d Letters to Dumvill, your Lordthips 
fhould. admit it, there is nothing mention’d in them 
that can affe&t the Bifhop, neither is he at all nam’din 
them, but they are only brought to prove the Confpi- 
racy in general. 

The Examinations of Mr. Neynoe are the next Points 
that are laid before your Lordfhips: And, I mutt do the 
Gentlemen at the Bar the Juftice of faying, That they 
forbore mentioning any thing of them, when they 
opea’d the Charge. They, were fo fenfible that fuch 
Proofs gould mot have the leaft Weight to affeft the 
Bifhop, that tho’ in the Cafe of Mr. Kelly they were 

roduc’d againft him as very material to fupport that 

ill, yet they did not think proper to name them a- 
gainft the Bifhop; which I am thoroughly perfwaded, 
is owing to what appear’d at your Bar, by the Exami- 
nation of Mr, Bingley, and the univerfal Opinion which 
every .Perfon feem’d to have of the Villany of Mr, 
Neynoe’s TranfaStions, ThefeExamigs:ions were never 
siedet ; Rr fign’d 
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fign’d by the Perfon, neither was he ever examin’d to 
’em upon Oath; fo that were they of Confequence, 
and he a Perfon of Credit, they could not be admit- 
ted to affeét any Perfon whatfoever, in any Court of 
Juftice or Equity. Idon’t mean, that they could not 
be read according to the ftri& Rules of Weftminfter-Hall; 
which is admitted on all Sides they could not: ButI 
dare afirm, that no Gredit can be given to em on any 
Account whatfoever.. The Perfon was clofely confin’d, 
and confequently in the Hands of the Government, fo 
that he was at that Time underthe greateft Apprehen- 
fions, which might, in fome Meafure, prevent him 
from {peaking Truth, with that Sincerity and Candour, 
of which every Perfon ought to be Mafter, when he is 
exantin’d on Matters of fuch nice Nature. Tho’ thefe 
Papers were entirely given up by the Counfel for the 
Bill, yet the Extra& of them was read, and they are 
the vifible Foundation of this Charge ; and if they are 
infignificant, the whole Accufation falls to the Ground: 
For the whole Proof of the Bifhop’s di€tating to Mr. 
Kelly, depends on Mr. Neynoe’s bare Affirmation. The 
whole of what Neynoe fays, or is fuppos’d to fay, is, 
that Mr. Kelly told him, he wrote the Bithop’s Letters 
for him ; Mr. Kelly denies it, and Mr. Neynoe was fo con- 
{cious that he had been guilty of many Crimes, that he 
endeavour’d to withdraw from Juftice, and the Provi- 
dence of God, it is faid, intercepted him. My Lords, 
if you will confider the Improbablities of this Evi- 
dence, although it were upon Oath, and fign’d by him, 
st cannot be fupported. He tells you, that he was ene 
truited to draw up Memorials to the Regent ; yetnone 
of thofe have been produc’d, and yet it is apparent, the 
Copies of them might with Eafe, have been obtain’d, 
if he had been as‘ thoroughly prefs’d to deliver them, 
as he was to declare he wrote them. Thefe Memo- 
rials, he faid, were wrote by the Order of Mr. Henry 
Watfon, whom he takes to be the late Earl Marifhal : Anda 
¥ am certain, your Lordfhips don’t think that Fa€t ma- 
terial, when you came te 4 Refolution, that the Bi- 
fhop of Rochefter fhould not be at Liberty to ask, if 
Enquiry was made of the faid Neynoe, or if he gave 
any Satisfaftion to the Lords of the Council, touching 
that important Fa& of Wat/on's, whom he took to be 
Earl Marifhal, lying with him feveral Nights. It was 
very well obferv’d by a learned Gentleman at the Bar, 
That nobody can believe, the late Earl Marifhal would 
aa have 
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have repos’d fo great a Confidence in a Perfon who 
was entirely a Stranger to him, and of fuch little Note ; 
and the Jacebite Party muft be in a low Condition, 
when they make Ufe of fuch a Creature to write Pa- 
pers of that Importance. There is fo much Improba- 
bility in this and other Points, and fo much Contra- 
digftion in feveral Parts of his Examinations, that they 
appear to me, and muft to all reafonable Men, as the 
Ditates of Fear, and not agreeable to Truth. He 
mentions, that the Reverend Prelate had fome Favours 
offer’d him by the Court ; but that cannot be true, and 
mu ft be added to the reft of thefe Abfurdities. 

But what in my Opinion, clears up all thefe Matters, 
and makes it impoffible for me to give the leaft Credit 
to this, or any other Part of the Charge, are, the fe- 
veral Teftimonies of Bingley, Skeene, and Stewart. I mutt 
obferve, that the two firft Perfons, Bing/ey and Skee, 
are a€tually now in feparate Cuftodies, and confequent- 
ly, could have no Communication one with another. 
The Third is at Liberty, but his Teftimony is fe 
thoroughly fupported by Mr. Gordon and Mr. Kynajfton, 
that no Doubt can arife as to the Veracity of it. Thefe 
Gentlemen, who are in the Hands of the Government, 
are under Hopes and Fears ; and therefore it is certain, 
when they fpeak a Language, which perhaps may be 
difagreeable to thofe on whem they at prefent chiefly 
depend, it muft be the Spirit of Truth that prevails. 
Mr. Bingley was before us in the Cafe of Kelly, and wis 
alfo examin’d at the Bar of the Houfe of Commons, 
the’ not upon Oath ; and tho’ he has been more {e- 
~verely treated, as he told your Lordfhips, and more 
ftri&thy confin’d fince his firft Examinatien, yet he has” 

fitted in his Story; and tho’ he was fo long at your 

r, and fo many Queftions put to him, yet he never 
varied in any one Circumftance, but appeared confi- 
ftent through the whole Courfe of his Behaviour. I 
fhall not detain your Lordthips with recapitulatiag his 
whole Evidence ; but your Lordfhips will remember, 
he told you, Neynoe abounded in Money, which Neynoe 
faid (after he was apprehended at Deal) An Homurable 
Perfon (and on this Occafion, I hope, I may name him ) 
Mr. Walpele'gave him And more particularly, he men- 
tions 50/. which Neyme faid he received the Night 
‘before he went te France. Bingley told your Lordthips, 
That Neynoe had affured him, he ufed to meet this Honou- 
rable Perfon-in the Stable-Nard at Chelfea: And the Er- 
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Fand on which he was going to France, was, to dif- 
“over fome Secrets relating to Cyphers, which he would 
have engag’d Bingley to have done for him; and particu. 
Jarly to get them if poffible, out of Mr. Kelly; Which, 
he faid, could he obtain, would be of great Advantage to 
kim, That Neynoe had declar’d to Dim, He would be 
even with Mr. Kelly defore he was aware of it, or Words 
to that Effect; and that Mr. Kelly always feem’d averfe 
to any Acquaintance with Mr. Neynoe, of whom he en- 
tertain’d a mean Opinion. That Neynoe’s Father refus’d 
him Money, which makes it highly probable, that his 
Poverty was the Occafion of his Villany; and that 
when he was taken at Deal, he had declar’d to him, 
Mr. Walpole expetted to find the Plot about him ; and fince 
Mr. Walpole could not, he muft make one for him. Neynoe 
told Bingley, that this Honourable Perfon had vow d De- 
Siruétion to the Bifhop of Rochefter, Sy faying, he would 
pull down the Pride of this haughty Prelate; which is 
fuficient to convince your Lordfhips, how little Re- 
gard ought to be had to the Hearfay Evidence of fo 
falfe a Wretch. 

Mr. Bingley fays, That Part of this Account he had 
given to the Lords of the Council ; and Icould have 
wifh’d, that this Examination (as well as fome others 
to the fame Purpofe) had been laid before the Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Skeen, who is alfo in Cuftody, has depos’d, That 
he lay in thefame Houfe with Neynoe, and had fome 
Converfations with him. That Neynoe had told him, 
Wiathe had faid of the Bifhop of Rochefter, was entire- 
ly falfe. And, That Mr. Walpole had offer’d him a confi- 
derable Annuity to turn Evidence 3 and had given him 
Inftruftions before he was called in to the Lords, what 
Queftions would be asked him, and what Anfwers he frould 
make ; and threaten’d him with Newgate if he would not 
comply. 

Skeene fays further, That Neynoe /wore, (and I hope, 
the Reverend Bench will, in fuch a Cafe, permit me 
to repeat the Words) Ly Gods there were tw Plots ; one 
of Mr. Walpole’s, againft the Protefiing Lords, and one of 
his, to bite Mr. Walpole of Money: And this feems to be 
the only Time, that ever Mr. Neynoeaverr’d any thing 
upon Oath. To convince the World, what a Creature 
this Neynoe was, he tells Skeen further, That once at 
Lord Townthend’s Office he had a great Inclination to 
have ftabe'd the Chancellor of the Exchequer. He tells you, 
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That Neynoe had wrote a Paper to declare, That all he 
had faid of Lord Orrery was fal/e. 

The next Witnefs was, Mr.Stewart, who was unfor- 
tunately in Cuftody when Neynoe was brought to Town 
from Deal. Stewart fays, that he flept the fecond Night 
with Neynoe. That Neynoe had told him, What he /aid 
of the Bifhop, was falfe : and that Mr. Walpole had offer’d 
him a great Sum of Money, if he would fwear to what he 
faid, and turn Evidence, which he delar’d he could not do. 
That Mr. Walpole had taken him into another Room before 
he was examin’d, and told him what Queftions he would pro- 
bably be asked, and what Anfwers he should give. He fays, 
That Neynoe told him alfo, That he had like to have kill’d 
Mr. Walpole, and fo put an End to the Plot: And that 
Mr. Walpole had given him a Paper of Direétions, which 
he was to anfwer, in order to be a Witne/s againft the Pro- 
tefting Lords. As aConfirmation of his Teftimony, Stew- 
art fays, he told this to Mr. Gordon before Mr. Neynoe 
was drown’d; and to Mr. Kynafton, before the Meeting 
of the Parliament. 

Mr. Gordon confirms this Part of his Evidence, and 
affures your Lordthips, that he had heard it from Stew- 
art before the Death of Neynoe. And Mr. Kynafton, 
a Gentleman of an undoubted Charaéter, lately a Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Shrewsbury, has affur’d your Lord- 
fhips, that he was ‘acquainted with Stewart’s Account 
of Neynoe, before the Meeting of the Parliament; and 
adds this Circumftance, That when in the Appendix he 
faw thofe fix Queftions printed, he fhew’d ’em to Stew- 
art, who feem’d rejoyced, and faid, You /ee, Sir, what I 
told you is true. Such concurring Teftimonies from Per- 
fons kept fo feparate, and who are {peaking againit their 
own. private Intereft, muft have the greateft weight, and 
muft at leaft prevent any rational and impartial Perfon 
from giving the leaft Credit to the bare Hearfay of this 
Philip Neynoe. 

If any Doubt could remain, as to the Validity of this 
Teftimony, it is fufficiently confirm’d by the Perfons 
brought to difptove it. The Chanceller of the Exche- 
quer himfelf, does not pretend to deny, that Neynoe told 
thefe Things, but only adds other Circumftances to 
convince you of Neynoe’s Villany; and affures you, 
that at the Time he was receiving Favours from him, 
he was thoroughly convinc’d, he intended to cheat him, 
which was the Occafion of his being apprehended. 
He own’d the Tranfaétions between theip, before Neynoe 
-» went 
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went to Frauce, and particularly the Money mention’g 























































by Bingley, which are Proofs that Neyxoe muft have dif. it we 
clos’d thefe Secrets, fince they could nat come from robo:

The Witneffes brought by the Counfel for the Bill, [ Mr.

it than otherwife ; and all agree, they never heard any getl 
thing againft his Morality. They indeed have rial 
faid, he bore the Chara€ter of a Jacobite, and fuffered fup 
for having difpers’d a Libel ; but. Mr. Baron Gilbert, ver 
who was his Judge when that Punifhment was inflifted wa! 
on him, has told your Lordfhips, that his private Life Pri 
was not vilified at his Trial, and that neither Perjury ver 
or Forgery was ever laid to his Door. Tho’ the Pu- dor 
nifhment he fuffer’d was the Pillory; yet it is the Lo 
Crime, and not the Punifhment, that makes the Igno- the 
miny ; and for this I can appeal t6 the learned Judges. ap 
In Order to deftroy the Evidence of Mr. Skeen, they no 
produc’d one Pancier, who tells you, That Skeen had ree wi 
veal’d many Secrets to him relating to the Plot ; and T! 
particularly of a Military Cheft, which was colleSted to te 
carry on thefe fuppofed Defigns, and fupport the Jaco- hi 
bites. But I prefume, every Body who heard of 
the two Perfons atthe Bar, could not but remark the h 
Steadinefs with which Mr. Skeen deny’d thefe Affevera- w 
rions, and the Confufion with which the other afirm’d P 
them. Mr. Pancier feem’d to drop fomething which en- li 
tirely deftroys any Credit that could be given to him, a 
by faying, That he had own'd to Mr. Skeen, That Ae was 2 
a Friend to this Adminiftration; and yet has worn, That 
after fuch a Declaration, Skeen had ftill perfifted in his I 
Story, and reveal’d fomé Part of this Intelligence to J 
him. How far this is probable, your Lordthips are ‘ 
the beft Judges. Mr. Pancier goes further, and tells you, t 
that Part of this Converfation happen’d in St. James’s- 
Park, in the Prefence of one Dufour. This Dufour was 1 
in the Hands of the Government, and I can’t — ’ 
way 
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why we have never feen him or his Depofitions, when 
it would have been fo eafy to have brought this cor- 
roborating Witnefs to Mr. Paicier’s Teftimony. I can’t 
but think, that the not producing this Man’s Evidence, 
is a ftrong Circumftance to convince your Lordthips, 
he did not agree in the fame Story with Mr. Pancier. 
They alfo produc’d Skeen’s Attainder for the Preffon Re- 
bellion ; but there have been many Aéts of Grace fince, 
fo that he is capable of being an Evidence; and there has 
nothing appear’d to traduce his Charatter as a Man of 
Morals, 

In Order to fhew your Lordthips, That Neynoe could 
not pofibly make thefe Confeflions to Mr. Skeen and 
Mr. Stewart; the Counfel for the Bill, maintain, that 
they will prove Neynoe and the Prifoners.were not to- 
gether after the firft Night. This would be very mate- 
rial, but I think it appears, by the Proofs brought to 
fupport this Affertion, that they frequently have con- 
vers’d. one with another.’” The firft Witnefs they call’d, 
was Mr. Crawford, the Meffenger, in whofe Houfe the 
Prifoners were in Cuftody $ and I can’t but fay, it feems 
very odd, they fhould bring a Man to fwear he had 
done his Duty: He has told your Lordthips, that 
Lord Townjfhénd had given him Orders, that Neynee 
fhould be clofe confin’d ; and if, after that, it fhould 
appear, that he had negleéted fuch Direétions, there is 
no queftion, but that he inflantly, and defervedly, 
would: have been remov’d out of his Employment. 
This.Meffenger, in this Situation, tells you; That af- 
ter the firft Night, they never convers’d, to the beft of 
his Knowledge. That Mr. Skeen call’d Neynoe a Rogue 
of an Informer; arid fpoke in very hard Terms of 
him’; which I, indeed, think it appears, the Fellow 
well deferv’d. Crawford fays, That Mr. Neyrwe had fome 
Paper, two Sheets of which he found mifling. «He 
likewifé fwears, that Mr. Stewart lay wpon the Stairs 5 
and owns, he had at that Time, two Servant-Maids. 
Mrs. Crawford, his Mother, fwears, that’ the Prifoners 
were never together: That the kept the Keys of the 
Rooms herfelf, but ufed to fend up the Maid, Hnnak 
Wright, ‘with the Dinner. Your Lordthips 
will obferve, that both this Woman and her Son, fwear 
to the beft’of their Knowledge only,and are far from po- 
fitive Witneffes. Hannah Wright, when the was firtt call’d, 
fpoke in the fame Language with them, tho’ fhe after- 
wards recollected herfelf better, When the Bifhop came 
to 
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to rejoyn, Francis Wood, Thomas Wood, and Mr. Rufel, 

feverally fay, that this Hannah Wright had declar’d to 

them, that fhe us’dto let the Prifoners converfe toge. 

ther, whenever fhe had an Opportunity, which was 

when Mr. Crawford and his Mother were out of the 

Way ; and that fhe us’d to ftand upon the Stairs, and 

give Notice when any Perfon came, that they might re- 

tire into their feveral Rooms. And the other Maid, 

whofe Name is Chriffian, has depos’d, that Hannah gave 

the Key of Neynoe’s Room to Stewart, and feveral Times 

defir’d Stewart togo upto him, and that they were to- 

gether an Hour or more. And when Hannah was call’d 
a fecond Time, fhe own’d, fhe was turn’d away for Suf- 
picion of having help’d Neynoe in his Efcape; that the 
has left Skeen’s Door open, who lay near Neynoe; and 

that there was a large Hole in Neynoe’s Door, through 
which they might converfe. She faid, that Neynoe gave 
her a Paper, which fhe was to convey for him, but that 

it was taken out of her Bofom, and burnt by one of 
the Prifoners. When Mr. Stewart faid, that he fat upon 
Neynoe’s Bed the fecond Night, and lay in the Garret, 
where there was a Partition, but a Communication be- 
tween them ; Hannah faid, fhe could not be pofitive to 
that, but believes it true. Mr. Crawford, when he was 
call’d te that Point, according to his ufual Cuftom, de- 
nies it to the beft of his Knowledge. Your Lordthips 
will now judge, Whether the greateft Credit is to be gi- 
ven to the Belief of a Meffenger and his Mother, who 
are {wearing that they did their Duty; or to the pofi- 
tive Oaths of Skeen, Stewart, Gordon, Kynaffon, Francis 
Wood, Thomas Wood, Ruffel and Chriftian, confirm’d by 
the Confeffion of Hannah Wright, when fhe came to be 
crofs-examin’d and confronted. This concludes what 
has appear’d at the Bar, relating to Mr. Neynoe and his 
Tranfaétions ; and I am pretty certain, every impartial 
Body muftagree with me, that fo far from giving the leaft 
Credit to what he fays, there have appear’d fuch Cir- 
cumftances in the Tranfaf&tions which are now come to 
Light, that muft make the greateft Caution neceflary, 
before we believe any other Part of the Charge. 
Your Lordthips will take Notice, that Mr. Crawford 
confeffes, Mr. Neynoe had the Ufe of Paper, and found 
two Sheets miffing ; and Hannah Wright owns, the had 
a Paper from him, which was burnt by one ef the 
Prifoners. This, my Lords, undoubtedly was the Paper 
relating 
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relating to Lord Orrery, mention’d by Skeen in his Evi- 
dence. 

Iam now coming to the great and only Foundation 
remaining to fupport this Bill: If Neynoe’s Hearfay is 
not to be believ’d, which is the Proof that was offer’d 
to thew, that Mr. Kelly was the Bifhop’s Secretary, and 
ufed to write for him; and particularly, that the Bi- 
fhop direéted three Letters, which were wrote in Keily’s 
Hand, and tranfmitted to France under Cover to Mon- 
fieur Gordon le Fils. Every Body muftagree, that un- 
lefs the Ditating of thefe Letters be clearly prov’d, 
the Bifhop ought to be acquitted; and when hereafter, 
this great Affair comes to be canvafs’d by Pofterity, 
it will ftand or fall, as this Faét fhall be ftrongly made 
appear. They firft read Plunket’s Cypher, and Mr. 
Vanradick attefts it ‘to be his Hand-writing. When this 
‘Piece of Evidence was offer’d, People were at a Lofs 
“to know what they intended to make of it, and little 
thought, that they fhould be drove to make Ufe of 
‘Fackfon, ftanding for the Pretender in that Cypher, to 
thew that the Letter direSted to ack/fon (one. of the 
three beforemention’d, aflirm’d to be difated by the 
Bifhop of Rochefler to Mr. Kelly) was to the Pretender 5 
I thall take Notice of this extraordinary Proceeding,when 
I come to confider thofe Letters. I fhall only fay now, 
that were Mr. Plunket’s Correfpondence to be regarded, 
the Plot is of a very deep Nature, for he has had the 
Impudence to infinuate the moft ridiculous Afperfions 
againit the greateft Men amongft us. Three of his 
Letters were read out of Cypher, in two of which 
Mr. Johnfon is riam’d,; that is Mr. Kelly ; but neither 
Mr. Kelly, or the Bifhop of Rochefter are allow’d Places 
in his ‘Cypher, and confequently were not in an Affoci- 
ation with him. ohnfon is only {poke of by Plunket, 
when he is mentioning domeftick News, and in no other 
Manner than might be in every News Letter that 
went by the General Poft. In order to fhew, that the 
three Letters fent under Cover to Mr. Gordon le Fils, 
were Mr. Kelly’s Hand-writing, which they very juftly 
thought was neceffary to be made appear, before they 
prov’d that the Bifhop was concern’d in them; they 
produc’d a Letter of the 20th of Auguft, which a Cler& 
of the Poft-Ofite fwears was ftopt at the General Poft- 
Office. To convince us this Letter is Mr. Kelly’s Wri- 
ting, Hutchins the: Metlenger, fays, to the beft of his 
Knowledge, it is Mr. Xe/ly’s Hands and at the fame 
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Time owns, he never faw him write *till after his Com- 
mitment, and then he ftood by him while he wrote 
two Letters, one to Lord Town/hend, and the other to Mr,

the others, is, that one is longer and ftraiter, the other | 


wider and fhorter ; which is obvious to any Body that 
_-will look on both, and is a Confirmation of their Vera- 
city. The Profecutors of the Plot might have prov’d 
this better, and not have been driven to the Teftimo- 
my of a Meffenger, to fupport this great oe 
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of their Charge. Itis notorious what Search they have 
made for Evidence of all Kinds; and as Mr. Kelly was 
educated in a College, they might eafily have found 
credible Witneffes to that Point, if thofe Letters had 
been wrote by him. In the Cafe of Similitude of 
Hands, when it has been the moft clearly and pofitively 
prov’d ; as on the Tryal of Colonel Sidney, it has been 
efteem’d it to be cruel, that a Man fhould be conviéted 
on fuch Kind of Evidence; and the Attainder of that 
unfortunate Gentleman was revers’d for that Reafon. 
In Sidney's Tryal, his Bankers fwore, they ufed to pay 
Bills drawn by him in the Hand-writing they were 
fhewn, and no Perfons could contradi& them ; and yet 
the Sentence againft him was a great Blemifh to that 
Reign. The Great Lord Chief Juttice Holt, in the 
Cafe of Crosby, refus’d to admit it; and the Lord 
Chief Baron Bury, on Francia’s Tryal, follow’d that 
Example. At prefent there is no Evidence that it is 
Mr. Kelly’s Hand, and there is no pofitive Proof that it 
is not. = Therefore, we who live under fo equitable, 
juft, and happy a Government, can never conviéta Man, 
in thefe Days of Liberty, on fuch infufficient Con- 
jeftures, 

They next produc’d the three Letters, which, they 
would infinuate, were wrote by Kelly, and diftated by 
the Bithop, and which were fworn by the Clerks of 
the Poft-Office, to have been ftopt going to France. 
The Bifhop defir’d to examine them relating to 
thefe Letters being detain’d, and would fain have 
known who took them out of the Mail; this he 
thought was proper for him to demand, fince he feem’d 
to infinuate, that he queftion’d their ever having been 
in the Poft-Ofice. But your Lordfhips would not fuf- 
fer any Enquiry to be made on this Head, and voted it 
inconfiftent «with the publick Safety, and unnecefJary for the 
Defence of the Prifoner, to permit any further Queftions to 
be ask’d in Relation to this important Affair. Thefe 
honeft Gentlemen, the Clerks of the Poft-Office, have 
depos’d further, that the Papers produc’d, are true 
Copies of the Originals detain'd by them; tho’ at the 
fame Time, they confefs, they never examin’d them 
after they had copied them. They pofitiveiy fwore 
further, that the Originals were of the fame Hand with 
the Letter of the 20th of Auguff, tho” they affirm this 
barely upon Memory, never having mark’d any Lettes 
in order to know it again; and one of them deciar’d 
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upon Oth, that he did not believe there could be fuch 
an Imitation of Kelly’s Hand, as could deceive him, tho’ 
the whole Houfe agrees, that Hands may be counter- 
feited, fo as to deceive the Men that wrote them. They 
own, they never compar’d two original Letters be- 
tween the 24th of Auguff and 20th of Apri), tho’ they 
might have ftopt a Letter one Poft, without Prejudice 
to the Government, in Order to be more certain in their 
Evidence. Thus fhould this Bill pafs, this Great Man 
muft fall by the Dependence this Houfe muft have on 
the Memory of thefe Clerks. Mr. Lewis, who has long 
ferv’d in the Secretary’s Office, tells us, that frequently 
Letters and Seais ufed to be counterfeited; and in a 
more particular Manner, by one Brocket, who excell’d fo 
much in this Art, that he has cheated many Perfons, 
and has fo far deceiv’d "em, that they have not known 
his Copy from their own Originals, 

When thefe Letters, thus attefted, came to be read, 
they are in Cypher, fo that it muft again depend on the 
Honefty of a Decypherer, before they can poflibly be 
made treafonable. Mr. Wills declares, they were truly 
decypher’d according to the beft of his Judgment and 
Skills and that the Number 1378, which is fubfcri- 
bed to the third Letter direfted to Fack/on, ftands for 
the Letter R. But when fome Lords ask’d him a Que- 
fton, which perhaps, had he anfwer'd, might have 
prov’d him to be under a Miftake; he refufes to give 
an Anfwer, either in the Affirmative or Negative, for 
Fear of revealing his Art. Your Lordthips thought 
proper to prevent any further Crofs-Examination of this 
Gentleman, bya Refolution. Mr. Wills fays, he fhew’d 
the’e ' etters decyphered, to my Lord Townfhend, before 
he communicated them to Mr. Corbiere, who is a Clerk 
in the Secretaries-Office, and then he fays, that Mr. Cor- 
biere and he agreed. Before thefe Letters can yet pre- 
judice the Bifhop, the cant Names in them, muft be 
explain’d according to the Key which the Profecutors 
of the Plot have made; and in Order to it, we muft be- 
lieve, that fack/on flands for the Pretender, becaufe Mr. 
Plunk-t gave himthat Title in his Cypher. Can there 
be a greater Abfurdit;, than to imagine a Perfon of the 
Bifhop of Roch fter’s Capacity, fhould borrow a Name 
af that Confequence, from fo infignificant a Wretch as 
. Plunket, who it does not appear ever faw him? Indeed, 
the Counfel for the Bill did not read thefe Letters a-* 
gainft the Bifhop, fince they had ro Proof of his diéta- 
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ting of them, ard they were only read on Account of 
the general Confpiracy. I muft obferve, it was a great 
Artifice of thefe learned Gentlemen, whenever there 
was a Piece of Evidence to which the Bifhop objeéted, 
they conftantly pretended, they produc’d it to the Plot 
in general ; for they knew it could not be admitted a- 
gainft the Reverend Prelate ; but yet, when they came 
tofum up, they apply’d them to this particular Cafe; 
which is not agreeable to that Candour that is neceflary 
on fuch Occafions. If your Lordfhips fhould be of’ 
Opinion that Kelly wrote "em; that they were ftept at 
the Poft-Office ; that they were duly copied; that they 
were truly decypher’d, and the cant Names explain’d ; 
yet ftill this cannot affe&t the Bifhop, unlefs it be fix’d 
upon him that he digtated them: Two of them were 
fign’d ‘Jones and Illington, and to induce your Lordthips 
to believe, the Bifhop was guilty, as they affirm’d, ' 
they endeavour to prove, thofe Names muft denote him. 
And in Order to it, they read fome Letters, affirm’d 
in the fame Manner by the Clerks of the Poft-Office, 
to be his Hand-writing; but firft they read a Cypher 
taken upon Mr. Dennis Kelly, and fworn by the Mefien- 
ger Hutchins to be wrote by George Kelly. can obferve 
nothing upon this Cypher, but that the Bifhop of Ro- 
chefter is not mention’d in it, which feems very extra- 
ordinary, and is not a Proof of the Reverend Prelate’s 
being engag’d in a Confpiracy. The Letters they read 
of Mr. Kelly, are of no Moment, and are only calcula- 
ted to fix the Name of ones and Illington upon the Bi- 
fhop. They give an Account of his Lady’s Death, the 
Bifhop’s own Ilinefs, his going to and from Bromley 5 
and in fome of them, the Dog Harlequin is mention’d. 
It feems repugnant to Reafon, that in a treafonable Cor- 
refpondence of this Importance, a Gentleman fhould 
venture his Life to give an Account of the State of one 
Perfon’s private Affair, and entertain his Friends a- 
broad with no other Bufinefs in fuch a Traét of Time. 
In the Letters dirested to Mr. Andrews at the Dog and 
Duck, which are prov’d to have been receiv’d by Mr, 
Ke'ly, Jones and lilington are not nam’d; and thofe in 
which we find them, were fuch as pafs’d through the 
Poft-Offce, and were attefted like thofe under Cover 
to Gordon le Fils. It isnot likely, that in a Tranfaétion 
of fo fecret a Nature, Mr. Kelly fhould take fuch Pains 
# give fuch a Defcription as might give the leaft Room 
for a Sufpicion that the Bifhop wag cqncern’d; “_— 
' : ; lef 
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lefs to have mention’d fo many Particulars, as it may 
be fugzefted he has done, if there could be any Pofl- 
bility of wrefting the Meaning of Jones and Illington, 
and interpreting of them to mean the Bifhop. William 
Wood, the Bifhop’s Coachman, is brought to prove th 
particular Times of the Bifhop’s being in or out o 
Town, in order to fhew, that they agree with the 
Times mention’d of Sones and Illington, in the intercept- 
ed Gerrefpondence; and he refrefhes his Memory by 
a Book of Memorandums, which might have been de- 
firoy’d, if it had been apprehended by the Bifhep’s 
Friends, that fuch Evidence could affect him. What 
they next attempt was to fhew, that the Dog brought 
over by Mr. Kelly from France, and which Mrs. Barnes 
fwears, that he once told her, was for the Bithop of 
Rochefter, was a ftrong Circumftance to fix the Name 
of Illington on the Bifhop. Mrs. Barnes, who is under 
the Cuftody of a Meffenger, is the only Witnefs to this 
Point, and what fhe fays, is only Hearfay from Kelly: 
She owns, that Kelly never told her fo but once, and 
that was when fhe thought to have kept it for herfelf: 
And indeed, it might be barely an Excufe to prevent 
his parting with it; for he had promis’d to bring her 
fuch a Prefent before he went to France. She owns, 
that to her Knowledge, the Bifhop never faw the Dog, 
nor fent any Meffage about it, which feems to be very 
extraordinary, that if this Prefent was of fuch great 
Confequence, he fhonld not have had Curiofity enough 
at leaft, to fee it: An Affidavit was read from Berming- 
kam, a Surgeon at Paris, which fays, that he gave this 
Dog to Mr. Kelly, for Mrs. Barnes. It is proper to ob- 
ferve another great Improbability, which is, in a Let- 
ter wrote a few Days after the Death of the Bifhop’s 
Lady, it is faid, Mrs. Illington was in great Tribulation 
for the Lofs of poor Harlequin ; and can it be fuppos’d, 
that at a Time when the Bifhop was in Affliftion for the 
Death of his Wife, he fhould indecently difcover fo 
much Grief for fucha Trifle? I think, this is fuficient 
to convince any Perfon whatfoever, that this Correfpon- 
dence is of a very extraordinary Nature. Mrs. Barnes 
has told your Lordthips, that Mr. Kelly came from 
France the 11th of April. 

Iam now come to the only Piece of Evidence that 
feems particularly levelled at the Bifhop: Which is, 
the Proof that has been given of the dittating thofe 
Letters; and unlefs this be clearly and plainly made 
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appear, I cannot conceive that any thing can be laid 
to this Prelate’s Charge. Unle& it is evident, that the 
Bithop did di€tate as alledg’d; I cannot think any of 
your Lordfhips can vote him guilty accotding to the 
Rules of Juftice; for no Man is fafe either in his Life, 
Liberty, or Fortune, if he may be depriv’d of either, 
on Account of. a Correfpondence, in which it does not 
appear he was concern’d. Tho’ your Lordthips fhould 
fo far credit the precarious Evidence at your Bar, 48 
to believe, that ‘Jones and Iilington ftood for the Bilhop 
of Rochefter 3 yet, unlefs it is plain; that it was with 
his Privity, it is certainly impoffible this Bill flould 
pafe ; and if it fhould, it will hereafter be in the Power 
of any two Men, one at Home, and one abroad, to 
ruin the moft innocent Perfon, by entring, without 
his Knowledge, into a Correfpondence of this Nature. 
If the being nam’d in treafonable Letters, be a Crime, 
though it does not appear it was with the Privity of 
fuch Perfons, I will fubmit to your Lordthips, how 
far Men of the greateft Zeal to the prefent Eftablith- 
ment, are to be affeS&ted by Mr. Plunke#’s Infinuations. 
No Man ought to fufier for the Suggeftiuns of another 
Perfon, unlefs it appears, he has givcn great Founda- 
tion forthem. And in this Cafe, Would it not be moft 
extraordinary and moft unjuft, to punifh this Reverend 
Prelate for a Crime which there is no Proof he ever 
committed? I mean, the di€tating of thefe Letters. 
And if on the other Hand, the unfortunate Circum- 
ftances of his Affairs has furnifh’d him with Means of 
fhewing, beyond Contradiction, that he could not be 
concern’d in the Letters of the 2oth of April, that for 
a confiderable Time before, he could not fee’ Mr. Kelly 5 
and that there nevér was an Intimacy between ’em 5 
then, my Lords, I hope, every Man who gives his 
Vote for the reje&ting this Bill, has the ftrongeft Evi- 
dence. of his Side to fupport his Opinion 3 dnd need 
not be afraid or afhamed toown it here, or any where 
elfe. 

This Part of the Evidence being of great Confe- 
quence, I muft beg your Lordthips Attention whilft I 
recapitulate the Heads of it as clearly and diftinély, 
as poflibly I can. The firft Witnefs they call’d, was 
Flower, a Chairman, who fwears, that he carry’d Ke’ly 
twice or thrice to the Deanary ; but that the Bifhop 
was never at Home, and confequently did not fee him. 
His Partner fwore, he had carry’d him, with Flower, 
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one of thofe Times. The next Perfon produc’d, wasa 
Porter, one Vanlear, who depos’d, that he went about 
Cariftmas was Twelvemonth, twice with Meflages from 
Kellyto the Bifhop; the laft of which Times, he car- 
ried fome Beaver Stockings ; that the Bifhop fent for 
him up Stairs, gave his Service to Mr. Johnfon, and 
thank’d him for his Prefent. Mrs. Kilburn, at whofe 
Houfe Mr. Kelly lodg’d, fays, that once a Servant came 
from the Bifhop, to know how Mr. John/on did, and was 
forry he could not have his Company at Dinner. Wil- 
diam Wood, the Bifhop’s Coachman, fays, he once ftopp’d 
in Bury-ftreet, but does not know for what; and that 
the Bifhop tent a. Servant fomewhere, who prefently 
return’d. And, Lloyd, who keeps the Star and Garter 
an Palace-Yard, has told us, that Neyroe once came to his 
Houfe, and told him, he ftaid for an ingenious Gentle- 
man, who was gone to the Bifhop of Rochefter’s Houfe. 
This is all the Proof they offered of this Intimacy, from. 
which they would infer, that the Bifhop dittated thefe 
Letters, and is confequently guilty of the Crimes laid to 
his Charge. 

If your Lordfhips confider what was produc’d on 
the other Side, I am fure, you muft agree, there is no 
Foundation for this Affertion. Mrs. Ki/burne denies, to 
the beit of her Knowledge, that the Bifhop ever came 
to her Houfe, or that his Coach ever ftopp’d there, or 
ever was fent for Kelly. That Kelly did not go out of 
Town, from the Time he came from France, "till he 
was taken up the 19th of May, and never lay out of 
her Houfe one Night. This was confirm’d by her 
Maid Anne Ellis. Mrs. Barnes fays, fhe never heard of 
any Meffage from the Bifhop to Kelly, nor ever had any 
Converfation with him about the Bifhop. William Wood, 
the Coachman, who liv’d with the Bifhop four Years, 
has declar’d, that the Bifhop of Rochefter never fent 
him with his Coach to Bury-ftreet, to fetch any Perfon 
from thence; that there was no Stranger at Bromley for 
a Fortnight before his Lady dy’d, which was the 26th 
ef Apri! ; that nobody could come in a Coach, or on 
Horfeback, but he muft know ir; that he never faw 
fuch a Perfon as Mr. Kelly, ‘till he was fhew’d him at 

the Tower; and that the Bifhop went ill of the Gout 
to Bromley the 12th of April, and did not return to Lon- 
don, “till the 7th of May. Malone, Mrs. Barnes's Ser- 
vant, fays, that fhe never faw the Bifhop, or any of 
his Servants, with Mr. Kelly. Thomas Grant, oe 
een 
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been the Bifhop’s Servant nine Years, has declar’d, 
That the Bifhop went to Bromley the 12th of April very 
ill of the Gout ; and that no Stranger could come to 
him, from the Time he went to Bromley, *till after 
his Wife's Deaths that one or other of the Servants al- 
ways fate up with him; and that no Perfon could vifit 
him, but they muft know it; for they were either in 
the fame Room, or the next Room to him; and that 
no Stranger, except Dr, Aldridge, and the Apothecary, 
came near him. Grant fays, that he was forc’d to go 
to Town to attend at the Wejtminftcr Ele&tion of Scho- ° 
lars of the 21ft of April, but left Beauchamp there, who 
eame down for that Purpofe on the 18th, Beauchamp 
and Steen, who were the two Servants that attended with 
Grant, fwear the fame Thing. Su/anna Harvey, Sarak 
"Jones, Thomas Farnden, Elizabeth Higginfon, and all the 
Servants, agree, that they never heard of any Perfon by 
the Name of Kelly or Fohnfon, being with the Bithop. 
And Mrs. Inglifh, who took the Names of the Bifhop’s 
Vifiters for many Years, does not remember, that the 
ever heard of fuch a Perfon as Kelly or Johnfon. And 
I doubt not, but that every Lord mutt allow, that it is 
not poflible to have a more clear, ora more ftrong, or 
legal Proof to a Negative, than this is. I mutt ob- 
ferve, that moft of thefe Servants have been in {tri 
Cuftody, and feverely ufed, particularly Farnden ; and 
yet, your Lordfhips fee hew unanimous they are in 
their Evidente ; and their Teftimony is fo pofitive, that 
¥ cannot conceive any Perfon can fuggeft there was the 
leaft Intimacy between this Reverend Prelate and Mr, 
Kelly ; and much lefs, that he could be with him to 
write the Letters that are dated the rgth of 4pril. Mr. 
Reeves did indeed fo far agree, as to be of Opinion, that 





“they might have been wrote the 11th of April, which 


was the Day Kelly’came from France: But, my Lerds, 
Mrs. Barnes has depos’d, he went to Bed the Minute 
he came Home, and lay there for a confiderable Time: 
Befides, it is improbable, that Letters wrote the 11th, 
fhould not be fent “till the 19th. But if any further 
Argument was _neceffary to confute this abfurd Suppo- 
fition, the Earl of Sunderland’s Death is wention’d in 
the Letter to Chivers, and that Noble Lord dy’d the rgth, 
at which Time i¢ has been prov’d, Mr. Kelly was not 
with the Bifhop. : . : 
The Bithop of St. A/aph did at firft peremptorily 
contradi&t one Part of * Grant’s Evidence, by hyite, 
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he had receiv’d a Letter from the Bifhop of Rochefter 
at the Time which Grant has fworn he was fo ili of 
tae Gout that he could not write. His Lordfhip po- 
fitively affirm’d, that he receiv’d this Letter on Sa- 
turday the 21ftof April in the Morning, and faw Grant 
in London between Twelve and Two: But when it 
was prov’d, that Grant did not leave Bromley *till the 
Evening of that Day, and that another Perfon officiated 
for him as Buttler in the Deanary, by Reafon of his 
Abfence, then the Bifhop feem’d to think himfelf un. 
der a Miftuke, and allow’d it might have been fome 
Time before. His Lordfhip own’d, he never receiv’d 
a Letter from the Bifhop of Rocheffer before nor fince, 
and therefore was a Stranger to his Hand. I could have 
with’d this Reverend Prelate had recolleéted himfelf 
more fully before he had given his Teftimony in a 
Matter of this great Importance to one of his Bre- 
thren. 

There was ancther Witnefs examin’d, which was, 
Crofton the Shoemaker, to prove, that Talbot (who was 
{aid to have receiv’d the three Letters dire&ted to 
Gordon le Fils) was at that Time in London when he 
was fuppos’d to have been in Bologn, Crofton {wears, 
he faw him in Town the 29th of April, and prov’d it 
by his Book. There was another Perfon call’d, whofe 
Blame was Donner, that depos’d, Gordon own’d to him 
the receiving of this Packet ; but an Affidavit was pro- 
duc’d from Gordon, in which he denies it. Donner’s Evi« 
dence is only Hearfay, the other is pofitive. The Coun- 
fel for the Bill produc’d fome Papers, which were taken 
in the Bifhop’s Cuftody when he was apprehended, and 
endeayour to draw very ill-natyr’d and forc’d Conftru- 
étions from them. The Firft wasa Letter from the 
Dutchefs of Ormond, in which fhe acquaints him, That 
fre had fomething to fend him, which fhe could not truft to a 
better Hands ar Words to that Effe&t. And this they 
would pretend to infinuate, were fome treafonable Pa- 
pers. Tappeal toall Mankind, Whether it is not very 
extraordinary to fuppofe, that the Bifhop fhould be pre- 
fum’d to convey atraiterous Correfpondence thro’ that 
Chanci. Every Body knows the Friendfhip which 
wag between the Reverend Prelate and that Family, 
and it is not furprizing, that this ynfortunate Lady 
fhould think him a proper Perfon to cenfult, and in- 
truft with her own Affairs. Therefore I can’t think that 
thefe general Expyeflions can at all affect him. The 
peers i next 
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next they read, isa Paper found, or pretended to ‘be 
found at the Deanary, fubfcribed to Dubois, but with~ 
out Date: In this the Perfor. who writes it, fiys, hé 
receiv’d a Letter by Mr. Fohnfon, to which her return’d 
an Anfwer in his Hand. The fecret Committee at firft; 
apprehended, that this was receiv’d by the Bifhop, and 
thus it pafs’d, ’till upon feizing a Letter wrote in the 
Tower by his Lordthip, they found a Similitude in the 
Seals, which immediately enlightned them, and then it 
was prefently faid to have been wrote by the Bifhop. 
They then wanted to fix this to be the Bithop’s own 
Hand-writing, and they could find no other Way of 
doing it, but pretending there was a Similitude between 
the E’s in this Letter, and thofe which the Bifhop ge- 
nerally us’d. I believe it is the firft Time that ever 
fuch an Argument was brought to prove that the whole 





| Letter has been wrote bya Perfon ; much lefs was it 


ever pretended to be offer’d to a Court of Juftice a- 
gainft any Prifoner whatfoever ; but I believe, there 
is no Man acquainted with the Bifliop’s Hand, but fe¢s 
it is not wrote byhim. They would alfo afirm, that 
when in this Letter the Bifhop is fuppos’d to fay, that 
he return’d an Anfwer in Mr. ‘fohn/on’s Hand, it muft be 
underftood to be his Hand-writing ; which, I muft con- 
fefs, does not at all appear to be a neceffary Conclufion ; 
for he might deliver his Anfwer into Mr. ‘fohnfon’s 
Hand; which is more natural to fuppofe than the other. 
Your Lordfhips muft judge, how improbable it is, that 
the Bifhop fhould keep fuch a Letterby him, which 
he wrote himfelf ; or that, when fuch Care is taken, as 
the Profecutors of the Plot themfelves fay, for prevent- 
ing any Perfon’s difcovering the Intimacy between Mr. 
Kelly and him, fuch a Secret fhould be trufted in Wri- 
ting, and even without a Cypher. » The two 
Seals which gave this Turn, are Cicero’s Heads, which 
are very common, and are to be found every where. 
They are one broke, the other whole, which mutt 
make it very difficult to judge of them ; and if is allow’d, 
that at beft, it is but precarious Evidence. If Mr. Ney- 
noe fpeaks Truth when he faid, The Bifrop had Notice of 
the Storm that threatned him, I am certain, that this Pa- 
per, if i¢ could have been apprehended of Confequence, 
would have been deftroy’ds but I believe, it was im- 
poMble for him, or any Body elfe, to think it fhould 


meet with fuch an Explanation. 
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. The next Letter they produc’d, which they feem’d 
to think material, was that which was feiz’d on his 
Servant going to Mr. Morrice : In this he fays, That 
the Evidence of Plunket, and thofe People, could not 
affe&t him; butas he does not mention Mr. Kelly, they 
would have it prefum’d, that this isa Proof, that Kelly 
could have faid fomething of him; but I think, this 
mutt appear to be a very ill-natur'd Affertion. Your 
Lordthips will confider, he was then writing to his Son 
in Law, and therefore no great Accuracy was neceffary. 
In another Place he fays, ‘ That if they impeach’d him, 
* he fhould remain in Prifon for fome Time ; and this 
they would decypher to be an Implication of his Guilt. 
But, in my poor Opinion, it is the Reverfe; 
he feems to fay, That ifthe Commons fhould be induc’d 
to fend up an Impeachment againft him, he was fo fa- 
tisfied of his own Innocence, and your Lordfhips Ju- 
ftice, that he thought the Confinement ’till his Tryal, 
‘would be the only Misfortune that could attend him. 
The Example of the Earl of Oxford was recent in his 
Memory, and might juftly create in hima Fear of under« 
going along Imprifonment. It is objeéted, that he, in 
this Letter, makes no Proteftations ef his Innocence: 
But if you will confider, he writes toMr. Morrice, I be- 
lieve, evety Body will agree, that fuch Declarations 
weve not.neceffary. Mr. Layer’s Attainder was read ; 
but it does not appear, that the Bifhop had any Corre- 
Fpondence with-him ; therefore I can’t conceive why we 
‘were troubled with it. 

I hive now gone through the whole Evidence that is 
Srought to juftify this extraordinary Proceeding, yand 
-mutt obferve the Steps that have been taken to procure 
all the poflible Means to work the Deftruétion of this 
Great Man. You have feen. his very Servants confin’d, 
who, it does not appear, were guilty of the leaft Glimpfe 
of Treafon. Lawyfon, a Baker of Bromley, who appear’d 
at your Bar, has. been employ’d to examine the Perfons 
in the Bifhop’s Neighbourhood, in order to find the leaft 
Particular that could amount to the Shadow ofa Proof, 
and went fo far, as to effer Wood the Coachman, the 
Wages that were due to him, if he would have gone the 











Lengths that were requir’d. Mr. Bingley told us in the 


Cafeof Kelly (and as it has not been difprov’d, it ig to 
be taken for. granted) thata Warrant was fhewn by the 
Meffenger, fign’d by a Secrétary of State,to carry him 
fe Niwzate, which he was’ told, was unavoidable, — 
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he would own the Letter of the 20th of duguft, to be 
Mr. Kelly's Hand-writing 3 But it appear’d the next 
Day, to be nothing but in order to terrify him. Mr, 
Kelly himfelf has told your Lordfhips, That Mr. De- 
lafaye offer’'d him his own Terms, if he would have 
turn’d Evidence: And this was done to deftroy the Bi- 
fhop of Rockefter 3 or, to fpeak in the ~Language men- 
tion’dat your Bar, To pull down the Pride of this haughty 
Prelate. Your Lordihips may remember, That Mr. 
Wearg obje&ts to the Biihop’s Servants, becaufe two of 
them had Employments, as appears by his Lordfhip’s 
own Letter: But, when they were examin’d, they ac- 
quainted the Houfe, that it was upon reading of the 
Report, that they recollested the Bifhop’s Circumftances 
before the Death of his Wife. Andif every Man, who 





has a Place under the Bifhop, is not to be efteem’d a free 


Agent when he is upon Oath, I hope, it will beallow’d 
on the other Hand, That thofe who have Employments 
under the Government, ought not to be admitted; then 
all the Witneffes, that have been brought to fupport the 
Bill, from the Decypherer to the Meffenger, will be 
difcredited, and the whole Profecution muft fall te the 
Ground. 

My Lords, it has been a Hardfhip as has attended 
the Bifhop, that he has been forc’d to prove a Negatives 
and the Difficulty has been the ftronger upon him, that 
your Lordfhips have not permitted Mr. Kelly to be ex- 
amin’d, as was mov’d by a learned Lord in my Eye; 
and if the Gentleman had {worn what he fo folemnly 
afirmed, at your Bar, relating to this Affair, I can’t 
conceive, we could have had the leaft Debate. The 
noble Lords, who appear the moft zealous in this Pro- 
fecution,were thofe who oppos’d the Examination of Mr 
Kelly, which, in my poor Opinion, is a {trong Argument, 
that if he had been brought before us, he would have 
perfifted in his Declarations of the Bifhop’s Innocence. 
‘The Reverend Prelate has defir’d of any Lord in the 
Adminiftration, and even the honourable Perfon who 
-appear’d at. your Bar, to declare, whether any one fin- 
gle Perfon had charg’d him (on their own Knowledge) 
of being guilty of any treafonable Praftice. And ithas 
appear’d tothe contrary: Therefore this whole Charge 
is founded upon the flight Circumftances and impro- 
bable Innuendo’s' beforemention’d. Another Objection, 
which was rais’d, is, That Mr. Kelly made Retiftance 
when he was feiz’d, “till He had burat aa of his 
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Papers; but I don’t fee any Reafon to lay this to the 
Charge of the Bifhop. Kelly is to anfwer for his own 
A@tions, and is unfortunately like to fuffer for ’em ; 
a Perfon of his Age might have many Letters in his 
Cuftody, which he did not care fhould be feen, and 
yet of a different Nature from a traiterous Correfpon- 
dence. 

After this Evidence is confidered, I cannot think 
your Lordthips will eftablith fuch a Precedent, which 
hereafter may be ettiploy’d to ruin the Greateft amongft 
you ; and if ever hereafter Pains and Penalties are un- 
juftly inflifted on any Perfon, Pofterity will derive 
the Original of fuch Bills, from the Proceedings of 
this Parliament ; and what Opinion will be fram’d of 
us, fhould this be pafs’d intoa Law, I fubmit to every 
impartial Perfon. It muft be left to your Lordthips 
Confideration, which will be of moft fatal Confequence 
to the Publick, the leaving this Precedent (of con- 
demning on fuch Kind of Evidence) like a Sword 
which your Enemies may take up when they pleafe, 
or the Banithing the Bifhop of Rocheffer in the Eve- 
ning of his Days, who alone could do, in his fingle 
Perfon, no Prejudice to the Conftitution: If he were 
inclin’d to overturn it, as his Enemies fuggeft, he is 
in a better Situation abroad, than at Home, to execute 
that Defign, and dire& the Counfels of the Difaffetted. 
The Ruin of one Man will not heal the Wound, that 
the pafling of this Bill feems to make in the Govern- 
ment of this Kingdom. It has been faid in the Debate, 
That the Bifhop ought to have made Proteftations of 
his Zeal for his Majefty and his Family; but I think, 
he took the moft ready Way of perfornfing his Duty, 
when he fhew’d himfelf innocent of the Crimes laid 
to his Charge. If he had made Ufe of any Expreffions, 
which thofe Lords blame him for omitting, the fame 
good Nature would have call’d it Hypocri/y ; and thofe, 
who are difpleas’d with his Silence, would have accus’d 
him of Infincerity. 

My Lords, this Bill feems as irregular in the Pu- 
nifhments it infli€&ts, as it is in its Foundation, and car- 
ries with it affunnatural Degree of Hardfhip. It is 
Felony for his Children to correfpond with him: And 
in this Circumftance, it is different from the only Bill 
that carries with it the leaft Refemblance of this: I 
mean, that for the Banifhment of the Earl of Clarendon. 








The Earl had fled from the, Profecution, and retir’d - 
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beyond Sea. The Charges againft him, were principally, 
‘For advifing a Standing Army; and another Article 
exhibited, was, ‘ That he had advifed and procured di- 
© vers of his Majefty’s Subjefts to be imprifon’d againtt 
“Law, in remote IMands, Garrifons, and other Places, 
“thereby to prevent them of the Benefit of the Law, 








“Capd to produce Precedents for the imprifoning any 


‘other of his Majefty’s Subjefts in like Manner.’ The 
th Article againit him, was,‘ That he had in a fhort 
© Time gain’d to himfelf a greater Eftate than can be 
*imagin’d to be gain’d lawfully in fo fhort a Time ; 
Sand contrary to his Oath, he had procur’d feveral 
‘Grants under the Great Seal from his Majefty, for 
‘himfelf, and his Relations, of feveral of his Majefty’s 
* Lands, Hereditaments and Leafes, to the Difprofit of 
*his Majefty.” There need not have been any Witnefltes 
of thefe Crimes, for they were apparent ; and every 
Body knew that he was Prime Miniiter ; yet Sir Francis 
Goodier, upon that Debate in the Houfe of Commons, 
declar’d the Sentiments which I exprefs’d at the Begin- 
ning, ‘ That he was not againft proceeding, but unfatif- 
© fy’d to do it without Witnefs, it being like {wearing 
© in verba magiftri.?” Another Great Man, upon the fame 
Queftion, and an Anceftor to a noble Lord near me, faid, 
‘That if the Parliament fet afide Law in this Cafe, 
‘we fhould be happy.to fee Law declaring the Power 
‘of Parliaments.” The Punifhment for correfponding 
with the Earl, was High Treafon, and then two politive 
Witneffes were neceflary to conviét ; but in this Cafe, 
one corrupt, terrify’d, and perjur’d Perfon may takeaway 
the Life of the moft innocent Man. There is another 
great Misfortune which this Bill brings upon the Bi- 
fhop, which is, That he is incapable of receiving his 
Majefty’s. Pardon. This is an Entrenchment upon the 
Prerogative; and what muft make it the more fevere 
in this. Cafe, is, That his Majefty’s Inclinations ta 
Mercy (which are the diftinguithing Charafters of his 
Life) are flopp’d by this Law, which the unfortunate 

relate might have Hopes of receiving, when he had 
merited it, by a dutiful Behaviour to the Ceuntry that 
had fent him to wander abroad in Exile, and by his 
future Condué have confirm’d, if paffible, the Evidence 

e has given of his Innocence. 

In the Cafe of the Earl of Dandy, your Lordthips 
have declar’d, that his Banifhment thould be no Pre- 
cedeat, nor drawn into Example for the Time to come, 
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‘and have fo enter’d it in your Journals. It has been 
prov’d, That this Reverend Prelate was at the Time 
that he was fufpeéted to be aéting in Treafon, engag’d 
in Studies of the moft high Nature, which is a Cir- 
cumftance that ought to have fome Weight. If this 
Bill pafs into a Law, fuch Evidence is eftablifh’d, and 
fuch a Method of proceeding introduc’d, as mutt effe- 
€tually render all that is dear to us Precarious; and if 
ever, hereafter, we fhould fee a wicked Adminiftra- 
tion, fupported by a corrupt Majority in Parliament, 
this Step, taken in thefe Times of Liberty, will bea 
fuficient Precedent to give a Colour of Juftice to 
the AGiions of thofe who fhould be wanton in Ty- 
ranny. 

The Reverend Prelate, who fpoke before me, men- 
tions fome Cafes relating to Bills of Attainder, which, 
in my poor Opinion, differ very much from our pre- 
fent Queftion. The Attainder of Sir John Fenwick was 
only to fupply the Want of a Witnefs, who had depos’d 
againft him upon Oath, before the Grand Jury, and 
who was fpirited away by the Prifoner’s Friends: But 
at prefent your Lordfhips are to fupply the Defe&t of 
Evidence, by condemning on improbable Conjefture, 
There was a noble Lord in this Houfe the other Day, 
I don’t fee him now, who made the greateft Figure in 
Oppofition to that Bill: I wifh we could have his Afi- 
fiance on this Occafion. My Lords, fince that Reve- 
rend Prelate has quoted fome Cafes, he will permit me 
to remind him what has been formerly faid upon Aéts 
of Attainder; that fuch Bills, like Si/ypeus’s Stone, 
have frequently roll’d back upon thofe that were the 
chief Promoters of them. This prudential Argument 
fhould reftrain us from being too forward with them at 
this Time of Day. The A& for the Attainder of the 
Earl of March, pafs’d, becaufe he had been inftru- 
mental in procuring the Attainder of another Lori, 
under Pretence of a Letter, which, the Record fays, 
was no Evidence. The Lord Cromwell is another known 
Inftance of this Obfervation : He was the firft who ad 
vifed this violent Proceeding in Henry the Eighth’s 
Time; andit is remarkable, that the Advice he gave 
tothe Ruin ef others, prov’d not long after, fatal to 
himfelf. 

I have now given your Lordfhips the Reafons why I 
am againft the Bill. I fear I have tir’d your Patience, 
and thall therefore conclude with the Words of the en 
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Man I before thention’d; In mean, Sir Heneage Finch, in 
the Cafe of the Earl of Clarendon. ——— ‘* We have an 
* Accufation upon Hearfay, and if,it is not made good, 
“ The blackeft Scandal Heli can invent, lies at our 
* Doors. 





To this Speech made by the Duke of Wharton, we 
will add another, that was publifh’d fome Months 
after the Trial by the Title of 


A Speech made by a Noble Peer, (Earl C——r) in the 
Houfe of Lords, upon the Third Reading of the Bill, for 
inflifting Pains and Penalties on Francis, Lord Bifhop 
of Rochefter. 


My Lords, 

HIS Debate has been already carried to that 
T Length, and is by all agreed to be of fuch Impor- 
tance, that I am fure your Lordfhips will permit mec 
to enter into it without any Apolegy. 

I am, my Lords, againft this Bill, not only becaufe 
I think nothing has been offer’d fufficient for the Sup- 
port of it; but becaufe I think the Honour and Dig- 
nity of the Crown, the Dignity and Authority of this 
Houfe, and the Credit and Reputation of the Houfe of 
Commons, concern’d in the Event of it. My Lords, 
The Proceedings of that Houfe have been, in this 
Cafe, very remarkabJe and uncommon: They voted 
the Bifhop guilty of High-Treafon the very firft Thing 
they did; and it was reafonable to expect, that the 
Confequence of that Vote would have been an Order 
for an Impeachment in Parliament, or a Profecution in 
the ordinary Courfe of Law. But, my Lords, we fee 
they have taken another Method, and that without 
weighing what the Confequences might be. They have 
taken a Method, whereby they have made themfelves 
both Judges and Accufers. They could not, as Judges, 
decently proceed againft the Bifhop, without hearing 
him, and therefore they gave him a Day for that Pur- 
pofe, and thereby they difcover’d the Dilemma into 
which they had run themfelves. They found them- 
felves oblig’d to hear him, and yet they could not acquit 
him, becaufe they had already prejudg’d him. It is 
hot therefore to be wonder’d that they have pafs’d this 
Bill; though’, I believe, they would be very well 
pleas’d your Lordthips fhould rejeé it, that the Know- 
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ledge of their having taken fo wrong a Step, might the 
fooner be forgotten. 

My Lords, 2 great deal has been faid, and furely too 
much cannot be faid, to fhew that this Bill is an In- 
fringment upon the Authority of this Houfe,. It be- 
comes your Lordfhips to fupport your Dignity, and te 
fhew a fuitable Refentment, wher the leatt of your Pri- 
vileges is invaded. Your Lordthips, upon this Occafion, 
would do well to follow, the Example ¢ven of this very 
Houfe of Commons: How contemptuoufly did they 
throw out a Bil] lately fent them, becaufe they thought 
it look’d like a Money-Bill? And will your Lordthips 
fuffer them to fhare your Authority, to become Judges 
equal with your felves, when there is no Necefhty for 
it? In this Cafe, it is manifeft, there can be no Ne- 
ceflity, becaufe the Bifhop is amefnable to Juftice: He 
as been confined feveral Months; he is now ftriétly 
guarded; and, no doubt, the Zeal of the Governor will 

- prevent his Running away. But, my Lords, if it could 
be fuppofed that this Bill did not affef& your Lord- 
fhips Authority ; yet if it affeéts the Honour of the 
Crown, I am fure, it will raife a becoming Indignation 
in us all againft it. This Bill, if your Lordthips pafs 
it, will put his Majeity under the unavoidable Necef- 
fity of refufing the Royal Affent to it, or of condemn: 
ing one of his Subjeéts, a Lord of Parliament, and a 
Bithop of that Church of which his Majefty is Guardian 
and Proteétor, in a Cafe at leaft doubtful ; and that with- 
out hearing one Word, either of the Charge, or of 
the Defence. My Lords, It hath been often faid, (I 
with it were faid without Grounds) that we have a 
difaffected Party amongft us. I am perfuaded, it is far 





from the Intention of any Lord here, to advife his Ma+ 


jefty todo any Thing thet might poflibly increafe that 
ifaffetion: But whether the pafling of fuch a Bill 
againft a Bifhop of the Church of England, unheard, 
may not give a handle to the Clamorous, to raife an 
Odium againft his Majefty’s Adminiftration, is fubmit- 
ted to your Lordfhips. His Majefty’s great Clemency 
and Mercy are known to all the World; and he has 
been in nothing more Confpicuous, than in the Exer- 
cife of thofe Koyal Virtues: Suppofing, then, your 
Lordfhips fhould pafs this Bill, how can you ever hofe 
for the Royal Affent to it? Thefe Objeftions, that 
concern the King, appear to me unanfwerable, not only 
with Regard to this Bill, but to abl Bills of Attainder 
in 
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in general. I think they ought never to be allow’d, 
but when the Offender flies from Juftice, or is in open 
Rebellion ; and then perhaps, the Notoriety of the Fac 
may be fome Excufe for the Extraordinarinefs of the 
Proceeding. 

My Lords, I expeéted to have heard from that Reve- 
rend Bench, many Arguments of another Kind againtt 
this Bill, which are properly within their Sphere, and 
which Iam fure ‘they are perfe&t Mafters of. The old 
Champions of our Chyrch ufed toargue very learned- 
ly, ‘ That to make or to degrade Bifhops, was not the 
‘Bufinefs of the State; that there is a fpiritual Relas 
‘tion between a Bifhop and his Flock, deriv’d from 
‘the Church, with which the State has nothing to 
‘do.’ But this Bill deprives the Bithop of that f{piri- 
tual Relation, without the Concurrence of the Church. 
The Parliament alone does it; and it muft be own’d, 
that if the Parliament can do it, they can as well make 
a new one in his Room ; and a Claufe for that Purpofe, 
added to this Bill, would as effeftually do the one as 
the other. What the Thoughts of our Reverend Pre- 
lates are upon this Points, does not yet fully appear 5 
fomething of their Condué intimates, as if our old 
Divines were miftaken: But be that as it will, as 
the Judgment of our Prelates will carry great*Weight, 
and as the Reafons for fuch their Judgment, mutt needs 
be convincing, Ido not doubt but they will give your 
Lordthips full Satisfa€tion, before this Debate comes to 
a Period. In the mean Time I fpeak my Concern, that 
if Aéts of Parliament are made to interfere with Church 
Affairs ; if Bifhops are to be put in or turn’d out at Plea- 
fure 3 and all this to be done without the Concur- 
rence of the Church, the World abro:d may, tho’ un- 
juftly, look upon our Church as a Creature only of 
the State, and treat our Bifhops, as if they were no 
more than State Officers. I hope, however, from the 
Courage, Zeal, and Conduét of our prefent Reverend 
Prelates, whatfoever becomes of this Bill, that they 
will be able to wipe off any fuch Scandal: They cer- 
tainly have the Honour, the Dignity, and Authority 
of our Church always at Heart, andevery Thing tend- 
ing to her Intereft, they will moft zealoufly promote. 
But whether the paffing of this Bill will promote her 
Intereft, or be of any Service to her, they beft know: 
For my Part, I cannot even guefé at any Advantage fhe 
pofibly can receive by it, unlefs it be this, That it will 
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make the Bifhoprick of Rochefter, andthe Deanary of 
Wefiminfter to become vacant. 

y-Lords, This Bill carries in the Frame of it, an 
invincible Objection to it ; for the Preamble and the 
‘enaéting Part, the Crime and the Punifhment, bear no 
Proportion to each other. The Preamble containsa 
Charge of High Treafon againft the Bifhop 3 and pray 
my Lords, Why thould he not be punith’d according- 
ly? Is it becaufe he is a Bifhop of the Church of 
“England, ora Lord of Parliament, or in high Favour 
with the King or his Minifters? I have not heard that 
‘the Bifhop hath been at Court of late ; but be it ei- 
ther of thefe, it will be fo far from being a Reafon 
for mitigating his Punifhment, that it ought, if pofl- 
ble, toincreafe it. My Lords, our Laws have wifely 
taught us to have « juit Abhorrence of High Treafon, 
‘and have ordain’d for it the fevereft Punifhment that 
Englifh Clemency will admit of; and fhall he, who 
‘has been voted the principal Contriver and Dire€tor 
‘of this moft hotrid and deteftable Treafon, efcape 
‘with a Punifhment lefs than his Crimes deferve, and 
that too, in full Parliament? Methinks, if it were 
neceffary, that the Legiflature fhould interpofe in this 
Cafe, the Heinoufnefs of the Offence fhould fire their 
Refentment; and inftead of abating the Punifhment, 
fhould put them upon heightening it with all the 
Circumitances of Severity, that their Wifdom could 
contrive. As in the Cafe of the late South-Sea Dire&tors. 
No one will fay, but that they might have been pu- 
nifl’d as Cheats, without the Help of an A&t of Par- 





Jiament ; but as the Punifhment ordain’d by our Laws, 


for fuch Offences, came not up to the aggravating Cir- 
cumftances of their Guilt, a Law was made to punith 
‘them oh Purpofe ; and they were very juftly firipp’d 
of their Eftates, who had before fo notorioufly cheated, 


bubbi’d, and beggar’d the whole Nation. What Rea- | 


fon then can bé given, why the Bifhop fhould not be 
punifli'd, at leaft, equal with others, in Cafes of High 
Treafon? Why truly, the Want of legal Evidence, is 
the only Reafon pretended : A Reafon! in myApprehen- 
fion, fo very mean and trifling, that it ought not to 
‘have been heard in the fupreme Judicature of a Nation, 
‘without the fevercft Cenfure, and fuch as would well 
‘become your Lordfhips to treat with the utmoft Indig- 
“pation and Contempt. 
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For, my Lords, Is itcome to this at laft, that after fo 
much Grimace, fo much Neife and Stir, after commit- 
ting the Bifhop for High Treafon, after voting him a 
Traytor, and treating him as fuch, muft it at length 
come out, that there is no legal Evidence againft him ! 
To palliate the Matter a lictle, a Diftin&tion is endea- 
vourd tobe made between legal Evidence and real 
Evidence, or between fuch Evidence as our Law re- 
quires, and fuch as in natural Juftice and Equity ought 
to be admitted. But, my Lords, this is a Diftin@ion 
entirely without a Difference ; for what is Evidence of 
a Fa&t before any Judicature whatfoever, but fuch Te- 
ftimeny as the Nature of the Cafe requires, to induce 
a moral Certainty of the Truth of the Thing teifti- 
fy’d ; The greater or Iefs Confequence the Cafe is of, 
the more or lefs Proof is requir’d to induce fuch Cer- 
tainty. Thus in ordinary Matters, barely to prove a 
Hand-writing is held fufficient Evidence ; becayfe in 
fuch Cafes, it is not to be fyppos’d, the Hand-writing 
fhould be. counterfeited: In other Cafes, feeing the Pate 
ty write, is neceflary to. be prov’d; and ftili.as the 
Weight of the Cafe increafes, ftronger Proof is requir’d. 
.Ever fince,the Reverfal of the Attainder of Colonel Al- 
gernoon Sidney, the proving of Treafon, by the proving 
of Hand-writing, hath been with great Juftice con- 
demn’d; And why,I pray? But becaufe there can be 
no Hand-writing but what will admit of a Counter- 
feit; and nothing that is capable of being counterfeit- 
ed, carries with it fuch a Degree of Certainty, as is 
neceffary where a Man’s Life and Fortune is concern’d, 
My Lords, legal Evidence is nothing elfe but fuch real 
and certain Proof, as ought in natural Juftice and Equi- 
tv, to be receiv’d; and therefore the Oath of one cre- 
dible Witnefs, being certain and fufficient to induce 
a Belief of the Thing he fwears, is legal Evidence ; and 
yet fo tender is our Law, fo gr at a Degree of Cer 
tainty doth it require, that as it now ftands, two pofi- 
tive Witneffes are requir’d to conviét a Man of High 
Treafon. This however, hath been prepcfleroufly e- 
nough urg’d, to fhew a Difference between: legal and 
real Evidence; and Sir ‘John Fenwick’s Cafe hath been 
cited for the fame Purpofe. But this, with Submif- 
fion, fhew no Difference at all; for will any one 
fay, that one credible Witnefs is not legal Evidence? 
Can any Court in the Kingdom, upon a Tyya! of 
High Treafon, refufe to hear {uch Evidence?, <And is 
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not fuch Evidence fufficient too in all Cafes, where fome 
pofitive Law, for the greater Certainty, doth not require 
more ? 

One of the Jearned Gentlemen at the Bar, (I fup- 
pofe, out of pure Zeal for the Bill, and not with a 
Defign to mifguide his Audience) did roundly afirm 
before your Lordfhips, that, no Evidence, ftrifly 
fpeakiag, was legal, but what was Mathematical, 1 
am confident, that Gentleman would not have given 
this as hisOpinion, under his Hand at his Chamber, 
becaufe he knows it is dire&tly contrary to Truth: He 
Knows very well, that no Offender, that puts himfelf 
upon his Tryal, can be convifted, but upon the Oath 
of one or more Witneffes ; he darcs not deny, but that 
fuch Conviétion is founded upon legal Evidence, ftri@ly 
fo {peaking ; and no one will pretend to fay, that any 
Evidence of Witneffes can be call’d Mathematical. 
But the Gentleman goes on, and fays, that the Evi- 
dence for this Bill is legal, in the general Senfe of the 
Word: On the contrary, I beg Leaveto affirm, that 
it is not legal in any Senfe whatfoever. No A&t of Par- 
liament hath made it legal, nor can it in natural Ju- 
ftice and Equity, be call’d fo, for want of fufficient’ 
Certainty ; and indeed, it hath been admitted through- 
out this Debate, and even by the Counfel who fpoke 
firft or this Bill, that it is not fupported by legal E- 
vidence. But this Gentleman was pleas’d to go fill 
further; for he affirm’d before your Lordihips, that 
Depofitions taken in writing, were not Evidence in 
any Court of Law. My Lords, it is Pity that in fo 
Sine a Speech, there fhould be fo uch fal/e Doctrine: Te 
is very true, thatthe Law doth require the beft Evi- 
dence that the Nature of the Cafe will admit of s and 
therefore will not fuffer the Depofitions of a Witnefs 
in Writing to be read, where fuch Witnefs can be ex- 
amin’d viva voce: But that Gentleman could not but 
know,. that where fuch living Witnefé is not to be had, 
his Depofitions in Writing are never refus’d, nor any 
other Evidence, that in natyral Juftice and Equity, can 
tendto difcover the Truth of the Fatt in Queftion with 

Certainty. 

My Lords, the Wifdom and Goodnefs of our Law 
appear in nothing more remarkably, than in the Per- 
fpicuity, Certainty, and Clearnefs of the Evidence 
et vegies, to fix a Crime upon any Man, whereby his 
Life, his Liberty, or his Property mty be —— : 
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Herein we glory and pride ourfelves, and are juftly the 
Envy of all our neighbour Nations. Our Law in fuch 
Cafes, requires Evidence fo clear and convincing, that 
every By-ftander, the Inftant he hears it, mutt be fully 
fatisfv’d of the Truth of it : It admits of no Surmifes, 
Innuendoes, forc’d Confequences, or harfh Conftruétions, 
nor any thing elfe to be effer’d as Evidence, but what is 
real and fubftantial according to the Rules of naturad 
Juftice and Equity. 

Thefe are the Rules the Judges go by, nor have they 
any other in determining what is, or what is not to be 
admitted as Evidence before them; and therefore ta 
fay, that the Law refufes fuch Evidence as is real, 
and ought in natural Juftice and Equity to be admitred, 
is to caft an Imputation uponthe Law; which is not 
only unjuft, but entirely groundlefs. My Lords, I think 
fuficient hath been faid, to thew the Miftake of thofe 
noble Lords who have endeavour’d to diftinguifh be- 
tween legal andreal Evidence. The DiftinG@ions that 
have been made, and the Inftances that have been pro- 
duc’d, fhew only, what legal Evidence is fufficient for 
Conviction, and what not ; and if that were the Queftion 
now before your Lordfhips, it would deferve another 
Confideration. 

The prefent Queftion is, whether any Evidence at 
all has been offer’d to your Lordfhips to fix Treafon 
upon the mf of Rocheffer ? And for my part, my 








Lords, I am cl¥irly of Opinion, that you have had no 
fuch Evidence: It is on all Hands agreed, that no legil 
Evidence of Treafon has been offer’d againft him; and 
I hope I have fufliciently fatisfy’d your Lordthips, that 
if it be not legal Evidence, it is not real Evidence, or 
fuch as in natural Juftiee and Equity ought to be ad- 
mitted, and confequently, no Evidence at all. My 
Lords, the Counfel for the Bill have not attempted to 
prove pofitively againft the Bifhop any one fingle crimi- 
nal Aét: The Circumitances that they have offer’d, are, 
in my Opinion, fo far from affe&ting him, that they 
carry inthem no Appearance of Guilt in him whatfo- 
ever, If indeed, there had been any one pofitive Wit- 
nefs againft him, your Lordfhips, perhaps (as was done 
in Sir Fokn Fenwick’s Cafe) might, with fome Appear- 
ance of Reafon, have admitted Circumftances in Sup- 
port of fuch Witnefs, rather than a Man of the Bifliop’s 
Rank and Charaéter, fhould go unpunifh’d 3and indeed, I 
think, no Man’s Cunning ought to be a Proteétion for his 
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Villany ; and I hope, and do not doubt, but all Traytors 
will, one Time or other, meet with their juft Rewards. 
But, my Lords, in the Cafe before you, the whole 
Charge is built upon Circumftances, and thefe are faid 
to be fupported by other Circumftances ; but all of them 
are fo remote, fo general, and I may fay, fo inoffentive, 
that they might fuit any Lord here, as well as the Bi- 
fhop; for there is not one fingle Circumftance of them 
all, fuch as in its Nature would be admitted as Evidence 
of any Crime againft any Man in any Court in the King- 
dom. 

To come, my Lords, to Particulars. The Treafon 
charg’d upon the Bifhop is, That he diftated Kelly to 
write the three Letters dated the 20th of April, 1722, 
fign'’d ones, Illington, and 1378. And in Maintenance 
of this Charge, "tis faid, that thofe three Letters were 
of the fime Hand-writing with another Letter produc’d 
before your Lordthips, and dated the 20th of Auguft 
following. That from the zoth of April to the 20th of 
Auguf?, Letters were continually fent abroad in the 
fame Hand-writing; that thefe Letters contain’d a trea- 
fonable Correfpondence; that they are the Hand-wri- 
ting of Kelly; that Kelly had been with the Bifhop two 
or three Times within thefe two or three Years paft ; 
that there are Circumftances in the Cafe of ‘Jones in 
this Correfpondence, that fuit with the Cafe of Illington 5 
and Circumftances in the Cafe of both, that fuit with 
the Bifhop. Thefe are the Fa€ts that are the main 





Foundation upon which the Bifhop’s heavy Charge is: 


built; and furely it well behoves your Lordfhips to 
confider ferioufly how they are prov’d, and in what 
Manner, and with what Degree of Certainty they affect 
him. 

The three Letters taken fimply, carry no Treafon 
in them; they have not yet been decypher’d into 
Treafon, and were it not fora Name ia the Direftion 
of one of them, which is faid to be a cant Name of the 
Pretender’s, they probably might have pafs'd as harm- 
lefs jundefigning Letters: Will your Lordfhips there- 
fore fuppofe, that the Writer diretted his Letter to 
the Pretender by the cant Name of Fackfon, when yet 
it does not appear that he ever knew the Pretender had 
fuch a cant Name? Ought we not rather tofuppofe in 
Favour of Innocence, that the Letter wes not intended 
for the Pretender, but for one whofe real Name it bears ? 
Thefe cant Names, and the Art of the Decypherers, — 
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been the Means made Ufe of to make this Correfpon- 
dence treafonable ; but will it not be thought hard that 
a Man muft be conjur’d into Treafon by a Magick Art, 
that none of us underftand, and by a Parcel of Names, 
that the wifeft of us are not yet able to difcover whether 
they were defign’d for cant Names, or for real ones ? 
To make the Matter clearer, the Clerks of the Poft. 
Office are call’d, and they prove, that the feveral Let- 





ters, produc’d before your Lordfhips, are true Copies of 


original Letters fent abroad as dire&ted ; which Origi- 
nals, according to the beft of their Judgment and Be- 
lief, are the fame Hand-writing with the Letter of the 
20th of Auguf# above-mention’d.- This Judgment and 
Belief of theirs is founded without comparing any two 
of thefe Originals together, or without pretending to 
fay whofe Hand-writing they are, or to whom they be- 
long. My Lords, I have already obferv’d, that the pro- 
ving of a Hand-writing is at beft but Evidence too 
precarious and uncertain to make good a Charge of fo 
weighty a Nature as this in Judgment before you ; but 
I cannot help taking Notice, that the Proof of thefe Ler- 
ters, fo as to make them treafonable, is ftill more pre- 
carious, more uncertain and flippery, than any thing of 
the Kind I ever met with. The ufual Way to prove a 
Hand-writing, fo as to fix a Charge upon the Writer, 
is, for the Witnefs to fwear, that he hath frequently 
feen the Party write, or that he hath correfponded with 
him, and receiv’d feveral Letters from him, and there- 
fore is very well acquainted with his ufual Charaéter 
and Way of Writing ; and then the Writing itfelf is 
produc’d, the Witnefs {wears to it, and the Import of 
it is difcover’d by every By-ftander. But here, thefe 
Poft-Office Clerks are forc’d to call in Aid, a Meffén- 
ger and a Servant, to fix the Hand-writing of the Let- 
ters they produce; the Letters themfelves are unintel- 
ligible, and therefore the Affiftance of the Decyphe- 
rers, and fome cant Names muft be added, before they 
can wire-draw Treafon out of them! My Lords, thefe 
Decypherers refufe to give your Lordfhips any Reafon 
for the Conjftruétion they have made; they fhelter 
themfelves, by faying, that to give you a Reafon, 
would be to difcover their Art; happy Ket indeed, that 
fhall enable the Artift to fwear a Man into High Trea- 
fon, and yet it fhall not be in the Power of the ac- 
cus’d Perfon to difprove him! Ido not find that thefe 
Gentlemen pretend to aét by unerrifg Rules ; they 

, xx themfelves

themfelves own they may be miftaken; and there. 
fore until your Lordfhips are let further into their 
Secret, you will judicially look upon the Art of de- 
cyphering to be no more than the Art of gueffing, and 
efteem him that gueffes beft, to be the beft Decy- 
pherer. 

‘The Meffenger and Servant that have been called, 
fo finifh the doubtful Evidence of this Hand-writing, 
and to fix it upon Kelly, are far from giving your 
Lordfhips fuch an Account of if, as can induce you to 
Believe they are fuficiently acquainted with it; they 





do not pretend to fay, that they have been frequently’ 


accuftomed to fee or obferve him write, or that they 
éver receiv’d any Letters from him, or ever were 
privy to any of his Correfpondences ; thefe Things, 
one would have thought, might eafily have been pro- 
ved againft a Man of Kelly’s great Dealing and Acquain- 
tance, in as full and clear a Manner, as the Nature of 
the Thing would admit of. Your Lordfhips then are 
pleafed to obferve, that the Evidence offered to prove 
this Hand-writing, fo as to make it criminal, confifts 
of three diftin® Branches, fupported by three diffe- 
rent Sets of Witneffes ; and that. each of thefe three 
feveral Sets have given a very lame, doubtful’ and ob- 


fture Evidence; but’ if their Evidence had beenever 


fo full and pofitive, yet I muft beg Leave to infift, 
that it is fuch as is in its Nature dubious and uncer- 


tain, and therefore in a Cafe of this Confeguence, ought — 


not to be rely’d on. This will appear ftill the plain- 
er from the different Opinions obfervable among the 


different Witneffes, infomuch that I may well venture’ 


to fay, your Lordfhips are as yet ata Lofs by whom 
thefe Letters were wrote ; but if you will have any Re- 
gitd to Numbers, and tothe Nature and Circumftances 
of the Teftimony given by thofe Numbers, the Evi- 
dence is much ftronger, and more clear and convin- 
cing, that they were not wrote by Kelly, than that they 
were ; and if they were not wrote by him, it will he- 
come your Lordhhips to confider carefally what you 
are a doing ; for then the Foundation of this Bill will 
be fapp’d; and of Courfethe whole Fabrick muft fall to 
the Ground. , 
~ But, my Lords, fuppofing thefe Letters were really 
the Hand-writing of Kelly, that they were of that trea- 
fonable Signification that the Decypherers contend for, 
and that the Names mention’d in them, did not belong 
te 
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to teal Perfons, but were cant Names to denote the 
Pretender and his Agents; I fay, my Lords, fuppofing 
sil this true of Kelly, how will it affe&t the Eilhop ? 
Might not Kelly write thefe Letters, and carry on this 
Correfpondence without the Bifhop’s Direftion ? Mutt 
the’ Bithop anfwer for Kelly’s Crimes, becaufe Kelly hap- 
pens to be a Nonjuror? Or becaufe he was. employ’d to 
y Gloves and Stockings for the Bithop, my{t your 
Lordfhips therefore ipfer, that he was employ’d to write 
Treafon for him? Suppofe Kel/y had aétually liv’d in 
the Bifhop’s Family as his Secretary; Have we not 
feen, not many Years fince, even a Jefuit a Bithop’s 
meftick without Offence? Give me Leave, my Lords, 

to carry this Point a little further: Has any thing been 
dffet’d to induce your Lordfhips to believe, that Kelly 
fiw the Bifhop, or heard from him for feveral Months 
before this Correfpondence began? Has any one Word 
been faid or Hint given, either from cant Names, or de- 
typher’d Letters, or any otherwife howfoever, tending 
tothat, Purpofe ? Nay, my Lords, Have not you had as 
much Evidence as the Nature of the Thing is capable of, 
that the Bithop could not dittate, nor Kelly write, thole 
Letters, atany Time near the Time of their Date? And 
f ee were dictated by the Bifhop, it muft be about 
that-Time, becaufe the Circumftances mention’d in 
the Letter, would not fuit him at any other Time. 
fe, hefe, my Lords, it is. proper to obferve, that the 
anagets for the Bill, when they were toapply the 
Circa mftarites of ‘Jones and Iilington, in, the,Letters, to 
the Bithop’s Cafe,’ they built the Whole of their Argu- 
ments upon the Djite of thofe Letters; byt when they 
faw that the Bifhop had fully. prov’d that it was im- 
piste he could “diftate-them at that Time, why then 
ly, they vary their Charge, and fay, that it was 
not his di€tating the Letters at that Time, but his 





di ating ‘the Letters of that Date, ‘that they contended 
for ; and they tax the Bi op with.a -partial anda falls 
cious Y are for applying it to the: Tims, and not fo 
the Faét. But I think, with great Submiffion, that the 
Bifhop has made a very juft Defence : I think, fie could 
not ‘have made a better; and under the Difad vantage 
of proving a Negative, I think, it was almof ‘impolt- 
ble he fhould have made one fo good. For your Lord- 


_ fhips well remember, he was charg’d as the Author of 


the Letters fign'’d ‘fones and Iilington, becaufe he was 


wader the Circumftances of Jones and Iilingten, at the 
Ax 2 Time 
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Time of the Date of thofe Letters: But the Bitho 

hath fully prov’d, that he could not be the Author of 
them at that Time; and if he wére not at that Time, 
he could not be fo at any other Time; for take away 
the Date of thofe Letters, and the Relation between 
*Fones and Illington, and the Bifhop, you mutt of Courfe 
take away likewife. But then, as your Lordthips are 
as yet ata Lofs when or by whom thefe Letters were 
either diftated or wrote, fhall the tallying of a few 
Circumftances in them with the Bifhop’s Cafe, fuppo- 
fing them to be wrote about the Time of their Date, 
make him guilty of High Treafon; efpecially when 
this Counfel have fhew’d us; from the Letters them- 
felves, as many Inftances wherein they differ’a ? Muf 
Mrs. ‘Jones and the Bifhop’s Lady fignify the fame Per- 
fon, becaufe they dy’d about the fame Time? Or muf 
Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Illington fignify the fame Perfon, 
becaufe by a Letter wrote, no one knows by whom, or 
when, Mention is made of the Death of one Mrs. fones, 
‘and another Letter condoles the Death of one Mrs. Il. 
lington ? Or is the Bifhop guilty of High Treafon, be- 
caufe he is fuppos’d to be meant by Jones or Iilington? 
‘when yet, through the whoie Correfpondence, there 
is no Treafon committed either by ‘Jones and Illington? 
But admitting, that all the Circumftances that have 
‘been’ produc’d againft the Bifhop, hit him fo exaftly, 
‘that it was morally impoflible they could mean any 
“Bodv elfe ;' yet fill, my Lords, what has the Bifhop to 
“do with it? “Might he not be thus defcrib’d, and thus 
fpoke of, and yet know nothing at all of the Matter? 
And if he is thus to fuffer for what another Man may 
have faid of him, I am fure he is the firft, and I hope 
he will be the laft, that ever will be diftinguifh’d in 
fo extraordinary a Manner. The Sum then of all the 
Circumfiarices that have been offer’d as Evidence againt 
‘the Bifhop, amounts to this: Here have been a Pat; 
cel of cant Names produc’d and made Ufe of againtt 
“him, which, for ought appears, he never heard of. 
Here have been Letters produc’d and read againt 
him, wrote in Cyphers, and of a Hand-writing ,not 
pretended to bethe Bifhop’s, and of which your Lord- 
thips have as yet had no Mannerof Certainty, A Con- 
firu&tion hath been put upon thefe Letters, which, ip 
feveral Circumftances, hit the Bifhop, and in feveral 
other, mifs him: But amongft all thefe Circumftances, 
there is not the leaft Hint ef any” Word {yid, on Ap 
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done by. him, relating to this Confpiracy, from firft to 
Jaft ; nor doth it appear, that he was ever privy to it, 
or fo much as heard of it, ’till it was known to all the 
World; And yet,: my Lords, thefe, and fuch as thefe, 
are the Circumftances whereby the Bifhop is to be 
gueffed into High Treafon ; but I hope your Lordthips will 
be very cautious how you make Precedents of fuch 
wretched Gue/s-work. The celebrated Letter of Dubois, 
now before you, isa notable Proof of the Neceflity 
of fuch Caution; for we fee the grand Promoters of 
this Bill,+cannot agree in their Conftruftion, or they 
have at leaft chang’d their Opinions about that famous 
Letter. 

The Uncertainty of this Way of Gueffing, puts me 





- in Mind of fome remarkable Circumftances relating to 


the renown’d Mr. Neynoe, which I had like to have for- 
gotten, and which, though they feem to be under the 
Misfortune of being flighted here, do yet in the Re- 
port of the Committee of the Houfe of Commons make 
a very confiderable Figure. Thofe Circumftances of 


‘Neynoe in that Report, appear to be not only the Foun- 


gation of the Charge againft Kelly and the Bithop, 
but even the Foundation of the Plot itfelf; 2nd the 
Art and’ Management with which they are there dre{s'd 
up, do well deferve your Lordthips Attention. It fecms, 
my Lords, this worthy Man had been examin’d four 
feveral Times; his Examinations were taken in Wri- 

ting, and contain’d an fiiftorical Account of the car- 
trying on of this Confpiracy. The learned Committee, 

at the fame Time they would reprefent him ds a 
vile and infamous Fellow, and would be thought to 
look upon: his Examinations as infufficient, do yet open 
their Scene with this very Account, and build entirely 
upon it. But, would any one believe, that Neynoe has 
never fworn to, or fo much as fign’d, any one of 
thefe Examinations ? Can any Body think that he was 
not requir’d to do one or both? Does not every 
Body know, that they. would otherwife be of no Ufe? 
May we not therefore reafonably fuppofe, that he re- 
fus’d to-do either the one or the other? And can any 
Reafon be given for fuch Refufal, but that they were 
not true ? 

My Lords, the Committee were wel! aware, that great 
Objestions would be “made to this Kind of Evid NCE 
and therefore they have added to it fome circumftanti 
Feast which ¢hey call the corroborating and con- 


current 
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current Proofs of Neynoe’s Teftimony. But pray, my 
Lords, what are thefe corroborating and concurrent 
Proofs? Why they are of this Kind, one Man heard 
another Man fay, that athird Man was concern’d in 
this Confpiracy. Behold then, the Sum of the Argu- 
ment: Neynoe’s Examination is admitted of itfelf to 
fignify nothing; the fame likewife cannot be deny’d 
of Pancier’s Hearfay: But however, both thefe. No- 
things make up fomething to prove the Plot, becaufe 
they are the corroborating and concurrent’ Proofs of 
each other. And thus the learned Committee have fo 
contriv’d it, that they have made thefe’ Examinations 
of Neynoe to be of more Ufe, and to ferve their Pur- 
pofe better, than if Neynoe himfelf had been now living, 
and produc’d before your Lordthips; and therefore 
it looks as if it were prophetically known, that the 
Man intended to hurl himfelf out of the World with 
a Winding-Sheet. But however that be, it is Matter 
of Surprize, that thefe Examinations, which the Com- 
mittee treated fo refpeftfully, ‘fhould now by the 
Counfel be fo flighted, that they have fcarce men- 
tion’d them, but as if they were afham’d of them; 
and yet they are as good Evidence as any that have 
been offer’d in Favour of the Bill now before your 
Lordthips. 
But, my Lords, in the Courfe of this Debate, it hath 
been warmly urged, that though there be not legal 
Evidence againft the Bifhop, yet that all the Circum- 
ttances that have been offer’d againft him, are fuffici- 
ent to convince any Man in his private Judgment, that 
the Bifhop is guilty. Nay, it hath been faid, that 
thefe Circumftances put together; are ftronger and more 
convincing, than any pofitive Evidence whatfoever 5 
and therefore that no one can doubt of the Bifhop’s 
Guilt, though fome, out of Compaflion or good Nature, 
might be induc’d to vote in his Favour. How ftrong 
and convincing, or rather how impertinent and trifling 
thefe Circumftances are, I have already obferv’d to your 
Lordfhips; and I mutt fay, it was not without a good 
eal of Concern, that I heard That urg’d as the Refult 
of Judgment, which could have no other Foundation 
than in Opinion only. But, my Lords, this is not the 
firft Inflance wherein I have obferved Judgment and 
Opinion to be confounded and miftaken the one for the 
other, and that too, in a very grofs and dangerous Man- 
ust, My Lords, Mens Opinigns, general)y fpeaking, 
, are 
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are nothing elfe but their Fancies or Imaginations, and 
re ufually grounded upon perfonal Pique, or party- 
Prejudice. Thefe are weak and flender Foundations, 
and have nothing to do, and I hope, in England, never 
will have any thing to do, where a Man’s Life, his Li- 
berty, or his Property is concern’d. But, my Lords, 
a Man forms his Judgment according to the Evidence 
that is offer’d him, that alone is his Rule; and as the 
Perfpicuity or Uncertainty of that appears, Juftice re- 
quires a Determination accordingly : The Compliment 
therefore upon the noble Lords that have appear’d a- 
gainit this Bill (if it was intended as a Complimement) 
carries a very fevere Sting in the Tail of it, as it fup- 
pofes thofe noble Lords to be poflibly capable of giv- 
ing an unjuft Judgment. My Lords, the Earl of Straf- 
ford loft his Head for accumulative Trgafon. A great 
many Faéts were laid to his Charge, and tho’ it was 
agreed on all Hands, that none of them fingly amount- 
ed to Treafon, yet it was infifled on, that all of them 
put together, fhew’d an Intention in him to fubvert the 
Government, and therefore that he was a Traytor. The 
Torrent of thofe Times taught Men to argue, that 
tho’ the Charge againft the Earl did not contain legal 
Treafon, yet it was morally impoffible that he could com- 
mit the Crimes contain’d in that Charge, and not intend 
the Deftruction of the State; that the Fa&ts by him 
done, fhew’d him more a Traytor than any pofitive 
A& of Treafon could do; and that if Men were [atis- 
fy’d in their private Opinions, that the Earl was, in 
the main, guilty of Treafon, he ought to fuffer accord- 
ingly. My Lords, this was the Reafoning of thofe Days 5 
a Reafoning, which, I hope, your Lordfhips will nei- 
ther imitate nor encourage, becaufe it was the Foun- 
dation of thofe Proceedings againft that Great Ear!, 
which were foon after in full Parliament fo juftly brand- 
ed; and if future Parliaments fhould not be able to 
difcover any Difference between the Inconveniences 
arifing from accumulative Evidence, and accumula- 
tive Treafon, May they not with great Juftice cen- 
fure us, by condemning the one equally with the 
other? That which was then call’d accumulative 
Treafon, was afterwards adjudg’d to be no Trea- 
fon, and I hope, your Lordfhips will yet adjudge this 
accumulative Evidence to be -no Evidence: I am 
fure you will not punifha Man in the fevereft Manner, 
until you have had fome Reafon given you, i | } ee 
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fhould punifh him at all. You will not firft believe’a 
Man a Criminal without Proof, and then admit.a cri- 
minal Conftruétion to be forc’d upon every innocent 
A&tion, only to fupport fuch Belief. You will not ad- 
judge a Man guilty of the higheft Crime againft the 
Law, when his Profecutors themfelves own, they can- 
not make good any one Branch of their Charge according 
to Law. 
The Bifhop’s Cafe muft be own’d to be very hard, and 
the Evidence againft him very weak, when his own 
Letter to his Son, and the Letter to Dubois are put to 
the Torture to help out the Charge againft him. As for 
the Letter to Dubois, it is amazing to confider that fuch 
Pains fhould be taken frem a Similitude of a broken 
Imprefiion on Wax with a whole one, and a Similitude 
of two little e’s, to fix it upon the Bifhtops; which, 
when fix’d, can ferve no Purpofe at all againft him; 
for that Letter hath neither Date, Subfcription, Cy- 
pher, nor cant Name in it; and for ought appears, may 
have been wrote before the Man was born whom they 
would mean by Johnfon therein nam’d. Nothing trea- 
fonable is pretended to be guefs’d out of it, nor, for 
ought appears, was it ever feen by any one befides the 
Writer; and yet becaufe it is there faid, that the Wri- 
ter wrote fomcthing, (no one knows what, or when, or 
to whom) in the Hand of one Mr. Fohnfon, your Lord- 
fhips are perfuaded to infer, in Oppofition to the pofi- 
tive Evidence of all the Bifhop’s Family, that Kelly was 
an Intimate of the Bifhop’s, and employ’d to write his 
Treafons. The Ufe that is made of the Bifhop’s Let- 
ter taken from his Servant, is ftill more extraordinary. 
T have indeed, too often obferv’d doubtful Aétions, by 
the Help of bold Innuendoes conftru’d criminally 5 but 
to give .that in Evidence which was neither faid nor 
done, to innuendo Silence itfelf into High Treafon, is 
entirely new, and the learned Counfel deferve the Glory 
of the Difcovery. But the Bifhop’s Cafe will ftill ap- 
pear the harder, when it is confider’d, that fuch 
Strefs hath been laid upon fuch remote and diftant Cir- 
cumitances in Favour of this Bill, and at the fame 
Time your Lordfhips wer not pleas’d to receive on the 
the Bifhop’s Behalf legal Evidence, real Evidence, and 
fuch as in natural Juftice and Equity, ought to have 
been admitted. 
The Bill that hath lately paffed both Houfes again‘ 
Kelly, doth not hinder him froma being ftill a Witnefs ; 
for 
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Nir it hath not yet had the Royal Affent, and perhaps 
* never may; but if it had, there is, as I apprehend, no- 


thing in that Bill, that will take away his Teftimony 
jnany Court in the Kingdon. But be that as it will, 
I muft beg Leave to infift, that he is at prefent a good 
Witnefé, and as evety Body is fatisfied that it was in his 
Power to clear up this whole Affair. Who knows what 
the Awe of an O:th might have extorted from him? 
He appears to be a Man under the Influence of Con- 
fcience ; for his refufing the Oaths to the Government, 
and thereby fuffering his Subfiftence to be taken from 
him, is a manifeft Proof of it. If therefore your Loril- 
hips had permitted Kelly to be produced when the 
Bithop call’d for him, fomething probably might have 
been difcover’d to have afcertained either the Bifhop’s 
Guilt or his Innocence. But as his Cafe now ftands, 
the Evidence of his Guilt appears very- dark, and, for 
ought I can obferve, is like to continue fo. My Lords, 
Thave now done; and if upon this Occafion, I have 
tired your Patience, or difcovered a Warmth unbecomt- 
fag me, your Lordfhips will impute it to the Concern 
I am under, left, if this Bill fhould pafs, it fhould be- 
tome.a dangtrous Precedent for After-Ages. My Zeal, 
as an Englifhman, for the Good cf my Countty, obliges 
me to fet my Face againft Oppreffion in every Shape; 
ahd where-ever I think I meet with it (it matters not 
whethér one Man or five hitndred be the Opreffors) I 
fhall be fure to oppofe it with#iPmy Might: For vain 
Will be the Boaft of the Excellency of our Conflitution ; 
in vain fhall we talk of our Liberty and Property fe- 
vur’d te us by Laws, if'a Precedent fhall be eftablith’d

In the firft Place; it muft be obferv’d, that the 
Gentlemen who oppos’d Mr. Pelham’s Motion, were not 
all of the fame Opinion, as to the Number of Troe 
fome being for reducing the Army to feven or eig 
thoufand Men, as was done after the Conclufion of the 
Treaties of Ry/wick and Utrecht, and others infifting on- 
lyon the Disbanding of the 4o0@ Men rais’d upon Occa- 
ion of the late Confpiracy. A Gentleman (Mr. S——) 
to thew the Danger of a Standing Army in a free Coun- 
try, brought in two Inftances: One of an Infult giver 
by Dragoons encamp’d if the Weft, to fome Country- 
Men that were merry-making ; the other, of an Officet 
quarter’d at Gloucefter;who, upon a Rejbycing Day, would 
not permit the City Drums to beat, pretending, that 
none but the King’s Drums had a Right to beat in the 
Garrifon. To the firft of thefe Complaints it was an- 
fwer’d, That by feveral Affidavits taken before the Ma- 
giftrates in the Neighbourhood, it appear’d that a rude 
Mob of difcontented People had given the firft Infult 
and Provocation to the King’s Troops, by calling then 
Round-heads, and other abufive Names, and finging ot 
Piying the Tune of, The King fhall enjoy his own again, 
¢. Tothe other, it was faid, That the Officer who 
was guilty of that Piece of Indifcretion, was fo far 
from being countenanc’d, that on the contrary, upon 
the firft Notice given of it tothe Secretary at War, hé 
was order’d to be difmifs’d from his Majefty’s Service ; 
which Punifhment he would have undergone, had not 
the Magiftrates of Gloucefter been fatisfy’d with his Sub- 
miffon, and interceded for him. An eminent Lawyet 
having endeavour’d to fhéw the Danger of regular Troops 
toa free Nation, and wit’ little Occafion there was 
for them at this happy Jutiéttite, concluded, ‘ He could 
“not imagine, what Ufe ‘atArmy could be put to, un- 
“\efs it were to extinguith the Flame that had been 
* kindled in Ireland by the new Brafs Half-pence, and to 
* force that People to fwillow them, €3c.’ But the mitt 
material Objeftions ‘were urg’d by Mr. Shippen, who 
having fhewn, ‘ That the neighbouring Nations who had 
‘loft their Liberties, were all enflav’d by regulat Troops, 
* added, he could not fee what Occafion there might be 
‘ for an Army in the prefent Situation of Affairs, when 
“they were affur’d by his Majefty from the Throne; 
* they were in Peace with all Powers abroad, and in pere 
< fe Tranquility at Home ? That no Circumftance of Time 
* could polibly be “ea ‘ or imegin’d more “ 
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‘than the prefent, to disband Part of the Army ; and 
therefore, inflead of leaving to Pofterity a dangerous 
> by Keeping up fo great a Number of 
which in the Hands of a Prince and Minifters 
lefs wife ‘and more ambitious than they who govern at 
“prefent, might be fatal to our excellent Conftitution s 
"they ought rather in Prudence to imitate the Conduét 
of former Parliaments, who after the Conclufion of 
“the Treaties of Peace at Ry/wick and Utrecht, reduc’d 
6 the Army to feven or eight thoufand Men: Adding, 
‘that notwithftanding this laft Reduétion, and the great 
¢ Party which was fuppos’d to be in the Nation for the

He 
was at the Time of his Ele&tion, Sub-Dean of the Sa- 
cred College, Bifhop of Porto, Archbifhop of Benevento, 
and ProteStor of the Order of the Canons Regular of Sr. 
Saviour. He was defcended from a very ancient Family, 
which had given to the Church 5 Popes, and 34 Cardinals ; 
and to the State, a great Number of illuftrious Men.

In 1706, her Majeity «ppoint- 
ed him one of the Commilfioners for treating of a 
further Union with Scotland; and in 1708, he was mide 
Cufios Rotulorum of the Shire of Radnor ; in 1710, her 
Majefty made him one of the Commiffioners of the 
Treafury, one of her Cabinet-Gouncil, and Chancellor,

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and Under-Treafurer of the Exchequer. On the 8th 
ef March, 1710-11, a Frenchman, who went by the Name 
of Marquefs de Guifcard, attempted his Li fe by flab- 
bing him at the Council-Board, with a Penknife. In 
May following, the Queen created him a Peer of Great 
Britain, by the Name, Style, and Title abovemention’d ; 
and on the 29th of that Month, conftituted him Lord 
High Treafurer of Great Britain. On the 26th of 
Oftober, 1712, he was ele&ted Knight Companion of the 
moft noble Order of the Garter, inftali’d in Auguft fol- 
lowing at Windfor, and the fame Year was choien Go- 
vernor of the South-Sea Company, of which he had been 
the chief Founder or Regulator: About the fame Time 
he was alfo chofen one of Governors of the Charter- 
Hoxf:. Soon after King George's Acceflion tothe Throne, 
he was impeach’d by the Houfe of Commons of High 
Treafon, «nd other High Crimes and Mifdemeanors, 
and thereupon was fent to the Tower, where he con- 
tinu’d about 3 Years, when being brought to Tryal by 
his Peers, he was acquitted of that Impeachment, 
During the Time he was Prime Miniiter, he was eafy 
and difengag’d in private Converfation, with fuch a 
Weight of Affairs upon his Shoulders. He was a Man 
of great Learning, and as great a Favourer and Pro- 
te&tor of it. Intrepid by Nature, as well as by the 
Confcioufnefs of his own Integrity, and would have 
chofen rather to fall by an Impeachment, than to be 
fav’d by an A&t of Grace: Sugacious to view into the 
remoteft Confequences of Things, by whichall Difficul- 
ties fled before him. He was a courteous Neighbour, 
a firm and affsftionate Friend, and a kind, generous, and 
placable Encmy, factificing his juit Refentments hot 
only to publick Good, but to ceminon Interceflion and 
Acknowledgement.
